The Tenth Annual Council of the Diocese of West Vir- 
ginia met at this, the appointed place and day, for assem- 
bling. 

Morning Prayer was said by the Revs. John F. Woods 
and C. M. Campbell; the Rev. Mr. Roller reading the les- 
sons, and Dr. Lacy and the Rev. Mr. Hammond the creed 
and prayers. The Rev. R. A. Gibson preached from the 
Epistle to the Romans, 1-14. The Holy Communion was 
administered by the Bishop of the Diocese, assisted by the 
Rev. C. C. Pearson. The offertory was devoted to the 
Fund for Religious and Theological Education.

Bishop's Mddress, 


The Ninth Annual Council met in Zion Church, Charles- 
town, on Wednesday, June 2, 1886. At the opening service 


x = 
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I ordained Henry T. Wirgman and J. B. Fitzpatrick, Priests, 
The Rev. Mr. Pearson preached the sermon, and with the 
Chaplains, Rev. Messrs. Cobbs and Mason, who presented 
the candidates, and with others of the clergy, united in the 
laying on of hands. 


During the sessions of the Council, we had the usual 
meetings in behalf of the great Sunday School interests and 
for Missions, both at home and abroad. Our general mis- 
sionary mecting was favored with the presence of the Rev. 
Dr. Langford, the General Secretary of the Board of Mis- 
sions. I trust that we shall always have that active interest 
in the general work of our Church which has so far signally 
characterized this Diocese. It may be well, however, to re- 
mind you that the distinction which the Diocese has won 
in this respect is due to the great zeal and liberality of a 
few rather than to the full and general realization of our 
personal responsibility. | The comparative tables put forth 
last fall by the General Secretary, show that for the year 
covered by his report, out of forty-seven parishes and mis- 
sions, sixteen gave nothing at all to either Domestic or For- 
eigen Missions. Would it not be entirely practicable for us 
henceforth to see to it that every parish and mission, how- 
ever feeble it might be, was represented by some gift, even 
though it were by but “two mites which make a farthing.” 

On the evening of Saturday, June 5, I visited St. John’s 
Church, Harper’s Ferry, and took part in the service. The 
Rev. R. A. Gibson preached. On Sunday, June 6, in ad- 
dition to the services in Zion Church, I attended the session 
of Sunday School for colored people, and made a brief ad- 
dress. This parish seems to be one of the very few where 
a special work for the colored people is practicable for us. 
The whole number of colored people in the State is not 
large, being about 25,000 in a population of upwards of 
620,000. While, then, we may not have the great opportunity 
that others have in this particular field of labor, it may yet 
be all the more important for us to do thoroughly and 
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heartily what we do find to do; not only as contributing 
our part towards the solution of a great problem, but be- 
cause we may have some special advantages in our own pe- 
culiar circumstances.

THE SHELTERING ARMS. 


Work has been going steadily on towards getting this 
Institution in working order. Last year I reported as re- 
ceived the sum of $2,768.41. This has been increased 
during the year by the sum of $1,410.15, making a grand 
total of $4,178.56. Of this sum $21.37 has been used for 
incidental expenses, and the remainder paid over by me to 
the Treasurer, Capt. Wm. R. Johnson. I am now in 
correspondence in regard to making such additions to the 
building as are necessary to begin our work. We have a 
General Superintendent on the place, who has done, and is 
doing, much to keep it in order, and turn the ground to 
good account in furnishing pasture, and also producing 
vegetables and fruits. 

In addition to the fund mentioned above, the sum of 
$775 has been raised as an annual expense fund. 
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Of the $4,178.56 reported above, the sum of $950.33 
came from this Diocese,—the contributions during the 
Concilar year just closed being $563.99. Of the expense 
fund $675.00 was raised in the Kanawha Valley. I am sorry 
not to be able to state more definitely to the Council when 
we will open our doors for the reception of patients, but 
there are almost always vexatious delays in such undertak- 
ings, and those who have them in charge have great need 
of patience. I shall do all in my power to push the work 
to a speedy completion. 


I must again call the attention of the Council tothe many 
failures on the part of our Churches and Missions to com- 
ply with the provisions of Canon V., of Expenses, and of 
Canon VIIL., of Special Offerings, both of Title A. 


There are in the Diocese forty-six Churches and Missions 
which seem to come fairly under the provisions of these 
Canons, and yet the Journal of 1886 shows that while in 
the contributions to Diocesan Missions all were represented, 
yet that to the Contingent Fund only thirty-three contribu- 
ted, and to the fund for Widows and Orphans and Disabled 
Clergy twenty-eight; while to the Religious and Theolog- 
ical Education Fund but fourteen gave anything, and to the 
Permanent Fund but thirteen. The Treasurer’s report this 
year shows the number of Churches and Missions contribu- 
ting to the various funds as follows: To Diocesan Missions, 
forty-four; to the Contingent Fund, twenty-eight; to the 
fund for Widows and Orphans and Disabled Clergy, twenty- 
four; to the Religious and Theological Education Fund, 
fifteen, and to the Permanent Fund), fifteen. JI am satisfied 
that a careful review of our earlier Journals will show very 
much the same state of things. You must permit me, my 
dear brethren of the Clergy and Laity, to put in once more 
my protest against allowing this to continue. I think you 
do vourselves great injustice and positive injury to keep 
on your Statute books laws which are so lightly regarded. 
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And not only do our Churches and Missions fail of their 
duty in this respect—for which failure, I must honestly say, 
the Clergy are themselves almost wholly responsible—but 
the Diocese is thus crippled in its work. 

The question is not, you will observe, as to the amount 
any Church or Mission ought to give to these various 
objects, which are specified by Canon, for I can readily 
understand that you might necessarily come short of public 
expectation and of your own desires in regard to them, but . 
the question is as to the failure to recognize the obliga- 
tion at all,—the question is as to the continued disregard of 
one of the very plainest canonical requirements. My dear 
brethren, the Diocese cannot afford to have itso. You 
cannot yourselves afford to have it so. Will you not see to 
it during the coming year, that however far short you may 
come of what you would like to do in many directions, yet 
that in plain matters of canonical requirement the whole Dio- 
cese can be depended on to move with one heart and one 
mind along the lines which a competent and recognized 
authority has marked out. ss 


So much in regard to Diocesan obligations. I must add 
a word in regard to Parochial obligations. I speak now es- 
pecially to the Laymen, as their friend and adviser and Chief 
Pastor in the Lord. It does not require very extended obser- 
vation to teach any one that the heat and burden of the day 
falls upon the clergy working in our Parishes and Missions. I 
am not going to urge any plea for them on personal 
grounds, however strongly such plea might be made, but I 
would have you esteem them very highly in love for their 
work's sake, and I would have you more distinctly under- 
stand and more constantly remember that there is, perhaps, 
no one direction in which you can so effectually labor for 
Christ and His Church as by the hearty and liberal support 
of those who are set over you in the Lord, and by a cordial 
co-operation with them. The Clergy are not to be regarded 
as objects of charity. Putting : on the very lowest ground, 
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the laborer is worthy of his hire. And this not only because 
of support pledged and service rendered,’ but especially 
because of Divine appointment. For even so hath the Lord 
ordained that they who preach the Gospel should live of the 
Gospel. There is only one aspect of this large question to 
which I desire at present to direct your attention, and I 
would have you believe that I do not speak without definite 
information gathered from a wide observation. I want 
simply to repeat what I have said before that the great want 
of the Diocese is the introduction of business-like methods 
into the management of our temporalties. To say this 
is to utter such a common-place truism that I fear it will 
make but little impression. And yet it ought to be most 
seriously considered. During the past year, as often before, 
I have had the confession made to me by officers of the 
Church that they had no system, no method in the working 
of their Churches, and the support of the Ministry. It seems 
almost incredible that such should be the case. We can 
understand how the smallness and weakness of a Church 
can prevent it from doing what it would like to do in these 
matters ; we can understand how removals and deaths may 
so cripple a congregation that they may fall behind in their 
pledges, but we cannot understand how it is that so often 
things should be allowed to drift along in careless, haphaz- 
zard kind of way, and those responsible before God and the 
Church for the conduct of affairs apparently content to have 
it so. Let me speak for myself and for my brethren of the 
Clergy. Weare not easily discouraged, we are not so blind 
to the actual condition of things in our weak and struggling 
Diocese as to expect impossibilities. We do not expect 
easy berths and rich livings. It is you that we desire, and 
not that whichis yours. In our zeal and enthusiasm we 
may sometimes over estimate your ability to give and your 
power to work. Perhaps it is so; but none of these things 
move us. We love our work. We love our people. But 
it does make our hearts sad when we find that our friends, 
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honorable men, Christian men, having knowledge of com- 
mon business nfethods, expert and successful in their man- 
agement, should so often let the simple business of the 
Church go altogether by default, and so fail in its proper 
support, not from poverty, but from indifference and neg- 
léck 

This is a matter upon which the mouths of the Clergy 
are sealed, however keenly they may feel the slight and 
wearily bear the burden. It is a matter,for the Bishop and 
the Laity to consider, and to see if we cannot in our wisdom 
institute such reforms in the practical working of our 
Churches as will remove from us the reproach, and give an 
impetus to the work all along the line. It might be well 
to have a standing committee of Laymen appointed by the 
authority of the Council, who should co-operate with the 
Bishop in suggesting to our people methods of work, and 
by correspondence stimulating them to greater faithfulness 
and efficiency. May the Divine Spirit give us a right 
judgment in these matters, not only putting into our minds 
good desires, but giving us grace to bring the same to 
good effect. 


It is not necessary, on an occasion like the present, that 
I should recapitulate or discuss the proceedings of the 
General Convention held last fall in the city of Chicago. 
They have excited unusual interest and attention all over 
the country. Whataver may have been done, or left undone, 
it is to be hoped that the Declaration which was put forth, 
touching unity, may promote that great object, and that the 
slight changes made in our Book of Common Prayer may 
make that inanual still more useful in the public worship of 
the Church. 

There is one point, however, which seems to demand 
some further mention. I mean the effort made to change 
the Name of our Church, or at the least to omit the word 
Protestant from» the Title Page of the Prayer Book. I am 
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glad to know that both propositions were steadily opposed 
by the Deputies from this Diocese. It does not become us 
to denounce those who favor such a change as disloyal to 
our Church, or to interpret too freely their motives, except 
so far as they aré avowed. No doubt some are actuated by 
the sentiment of the thing , some by what appears to them 
to be a severe logical necessity. Some are fascinated by 
the vision of an all-embracing Church which scorns any 
name of limitations, and others thoroughly dislike the word 
Protestant and everything it implies. 

But we must remember that if we resent as insulting, the 
dogmatism which would relegate all opposing such change 
to the position of ignorant and narrow-minded sectaries, we 
must be careful lest we also are offenders by accusing or 
suspecting those who differ from us about such matters ot 
unfaithfulness to their ordination vows, and as cherishing 
secret designs to carry us towards Rome, if not actually to 
Rome. 

It is well for us, however, to note in regard to this par- 
ticular measure that it comes mainly from those who differ 
most widely from us in their views of the nature and func- 
tions of the Church in the world, and of the whole operation 
of the Divine system of grace upon the heart of man. 

Iam trying simply to state the facts of the case without 
argument. We cannot avoid being influenced in the first 
place by such considerations as those I have mentioned, 
but I trust that we would have the honesty and manliness to 
avoid blind prejudice against any measure simply because we 
disagree with many who promote it. We find, however, on 
fuller examination that we cannot accept the arguments 
which are advanced as in favor of such changes, come from 
what quarter they may. The most formal confession of 
faith that this Church has made, after the Catholic Creeds, 
is to be found in the thirty-nine Articles of Religion, and 
they are thoroughly Protestant. 

It would, I think, tend very much to promote good feel- 
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ing and a clear understanding among those who, in the 
providence of God, find themselves often opposed to each 
other in such matters, if there were a more distinct avowal 
of our general position. Ifthere be those who would like 
to get rid of the thirty-nine articles, or m&ify them, so that 
they should contain a more exclusive definition of what 
constitutes the visible Church of God, and should affirm a 
more close and vital connection between the outward and 
visible sign, and the inward and spiritual grace in the Sac- 
raments, and should relax somewhat the statement that 
those five rites commonly called Sacraments are not to 
be counted as such, for this, among other reasons, that they 
have grown of the corrupt following of the Apostles, and 
should allow tradition to share somewhat more with the 
Church, the authority now claimed for Holy Scripture. I 
say if there be such persons we will not denounce them. 
Let them speak their sentiments, but when we come to 
know their views on such like points as those I have just 
spoken of, it must necessarily be that we shall be made 
very cautious in following their lead in other matters. In 
the meantime we claim for ourselves the liberty we desire 
always to allow others. We will not try to narrow this 
comprehensive Church of ours in one direction more than 
in another. We affirm our adhesion to the articles as they 
stand, and without the glosses which have to be put upon 
them to make them, as .we think, teach anything else but 
what has been accepted as always according with the name 
Protestant. We are satisfied with the wording of the Sixth . 
Article as it sets forth the Rule of faith. We are satisfied 
with the wording of the Nineteenth Article, when it defines 
the visible Church. We are satisfied with the wording of 
the Twenty-fifth Article, when it tells us of the two Sacra- 
ments; with the Twenty-seventh Article, when it tells us 
that in Baptism, Faith is confirmed and Grace increased 
by virtue of prayer unto God, and with the Twenty-eighth | 
Article, in which we are taught that the body of Christ is 
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given, taken and eaten in the supper only after an heavenly 
and spiritual manner. 


In other words, we do not think that this grand old 
Church of ours has been going along in a poor, halting 
manner during all these years, and now is to have its doc- 
trinal standards revised and its ritual changed by the intro- 
duction of things which were intelligently discarded three 
hundred years ago. Weare opposed to such things and 
shall resist the changes, and because this word Protestant 
has, in the course of events, come to stand somewhat for 
that system of faith and practice, which was in the exercise 
of her undoubted right set forth as of authority by our Re- 
formed Church three hundred years ago, therefore we mean 
to keep it, not only as an old landmark, but because the 
very sound of it is grateful and pleasant to our ears. 

There are other aspects of the question which could be 
very much enlarged upon were it necessary to do so. I 
will only add this, that since the adjournment of the Gener- 
al Convention, I have seen statements from prominent ad- 
vocates of the measure, in which they acknowledge that 
the present time at least is not a favorable one for the 
change. We may, therefore, hope that it will not be pressed 
so strongly in 1889. We must, however, be on the alert, 
and not forget the avowed purpose of many who are en- 
couraged by the past history of the proposed measure. In my 
judgment it would be inexpedient in the last degree to make 
any such change, compelling us to be on the defensive and 
making our Church an object of suspicion, where now she 
has the most favorable regard. We want no narrow, un- 
reasoning conservatism, but we do want an intelligent un- 
derstanding of the real questions at issue and of what they 
involve. We do want, and | trust we shall always have in 
this Diocese, a staunch adherence to the Doctrine, Discip- 
line and Worship which this Church has received,and which 
she commits to us to hand down unimpaired to those that 
. shall come after us. 
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We are, during this session of the Council, experiencing 
some of the difficulties that are inherent in our peculiar 
circumstances. 

The: very great distances to be traveled in coming to 
and going from our annual meetings has hindered, and must 
still hinder, many from coming. This makes it all the more 
important for those who can attend to do so,—for their own | 
good, for the encouragement of their brethren, and for the 
promotion of a stronger Diocesan feeling. We can encourage | 
and help each other, andthus push forward the work we © 
have to do. Let us try to be more alert in regard to all in- 
terests that have to do with our own special work, and also” 
to show more intelligent and active interest in all those mat- 
ters which concern the Commonwealth and the nation. The — 
Kingdom of God is the great progressive and the great con- 
serving power in the world. Let us do with our might all 
that we find to do to hasten the coming of this Kingdom, 
and so while we fear God and work righteousness we shall 
best discharge our duty to our fellow-men and the civil 
power, and at thesame time have our citizenship in Heaven.

The Rev. R. A. Gibson then presented the annual report 
of the Diocesan Missionary Committee as follows: 


To the Council of West Virginia : 


Your Committee beg leave to report that the work entrusted 
to them, though not without its hindrances and discouragements, 
stul, by God’s blessing, shows signs of progress. 

The Churches consecrated in the Diocese this year are all in 
the Mission Field, viz: At Berkeley Springs, Cresap’s Grove 
and Jackson C. H. Perhaps $3,000 has been added to the prop- 
erty of the Diocese by their consecration; but their value as 
houses of worship and centres of influence for good is not to be 
estimated in dollars and cents. | 

Other Churches have, in the past year, been made. ready for 
use at Alderson’s, Clover Lick, Morgantown, ‘Tavernersville and - 
the White Sulphur Springs. Their consecration will be delayed 
only by the necessity of freeing them of encumbrance, and in the 
meantime these, with the three just mentioned, add not less than 
1,200 sittings to the capacity for accommodating Christian wor- 
shippers reported to our Council at its last session. 

At Grafton, Okonoko, Shaw and Buckhannon the work of 
Church building has been commenced, or will be entered on, in 
the immediate future. 

This year, for the first time also, regular Services have been 
held at St. Mary’s, Waverly and Powellton; and the Bishop re- 
ports that by arrangement with the Rev. Mr. Dennis, of the Dio- 
cese of Virginia, an appointment will be filled twice a month at 
Princeton and Bramwell, in Mercer County. 

All this is encouraging, as is also the separation of Huntington 
and St. Albans, which gives us two ministers, where heretofore 
we have had only one; but on the other hand it must be said 
that at Keyser, a town at which a year or two ago the field 
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seemed full of promise, the outlook to-day is bad. And yet after 
all what greater reason for thar kfulness could we have than this; 
that all our causes of absolute and total discouragement are con- 
fined to one point. 

It may be remembered that the Committee on Missions in the 
Diocese, at the close of its report last June, asked for $2,000 an- 
nually for the prosecution of its work. These figures were set in 
view of the fact that during the year we had received $1,728, 22. 
It is our duty to report to this Council that not only have we 
failed to receiving the $2,000 aforesaid, but the Diocese has ac- 
tually withheld a large proportion of the amount it gave in 
1885-6; our receipts since last June having amounted to 
$1,278.42 only. In round numbers, $450 less than in the pre- 
vious year. 

Of this $1,278, however, with mingled feelings, we report that 
we have $523.37 still unexpended. On the one hand we are 
glad of this balance, because we have about twelve payments, 
(quarterly,) to make on the tst of July; but on the other 
hand, we are sorry for this balance, because it 1s left on our hands 
by vacancies in fields where large work for the Church may be- 
expected. 

Some time before the last meeting of Council, your Committee 
sent letters to all the Rectors and Missionaries in the Diocese, 
asking for specific amounts for the work from their Parishes and 
Mission Stations. The effect of these letters was most happy. 
No one objected to the amount asked from himself, and our re- 
ceipts were greatly increased. It ought to be known, we think, 
that these amounts were fixed upon in a full meeting of the Com- 
mittee, after most careful discussion of the ability of each Parish 
to give, and its probable interest in the work of the Diocese. We 
hope they will be made the standard of Parochial offerings for 
this cause until formally dropped or changed. 

The Bishop, as Chairman of the Committee, has announced to 
us, and takes this method of making known to the Diocese, that 
he intends to pay special attention, in the future, to the offerings 
for Diocesan Missions. Huis plan is to furnish each clergyman 
with envelopes marked, ‘‘ For Missions in the Diocese,’’ ‘‘ Bish- 
op’s Visitation,’’ anc request the clergy to have them distributed 
in their congregations just before his visitation. No pledge is to 
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be taken; only the envelopes are to be :put in the hands of the - 
people. And no specific amount is to be asked for from the 
chancel, but each person is to give as he feels able and willing. 

The Committee, it is needless to say, 1s in hearty sympathy 
with this plan, thinking that it promises good results, for they be- 
heve firmly that with more money in its treasury, the Missionary 
work of the Dioaese will.make more progress. -

The Committee on Constitution and Canons respectfully re- 
port: We recommend the adoption of the proposed Canon, 
found on page 39 of the Journal of 1886, entitled 


. AMENDMENTS ‘TO CANON 1., TITLE. B. 


4..The qualified electors of each Mission Congregation, noti in 
a Parish, which has been organized under. the above sections for 
twelve months, shall choose, annually, on Easter Monday, by 
ballot, from. their own number, not less than. three nor more than 
eight persons, of whom na more than one may be a female. The 
persons chosen by a majority of the votes. cast at such election, 
when confirmed by the Bishop, and organized, shall, together 
with the Missionary (when present) constitute a Mission Com- 
mittee, and continue in office until their successors shall have been 
confirmed and qualified. 


5. Qualified voters shall have the same qualifications with those - 
on Vestry Elections. Canon XI., sections 2 and 3. : 


6. As soon as may be, after the persons elected are appointed 
by the Bishop, they shall organize as a Committee, signing the 
Vestryman’s declaration (Canon XI, section 5,) the word ‘“‘ Par- 
tsh’’ being omitted, and ‘‘ Committeeman’’ substituted for Ves- 
tryman, and elect a Warden, Registrar and Treasurer, to hold 
until successors are appointed. Meetings shall be opened with 
prayer when practicable. 


7. Three or a majority of the qualified: members of the Com- 
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mittee shall constitute a quorum. ‘Their duties and those of the 
officers shall be the same with those of the Vestrymen and off- 
cers, (Canon XI.), except so far as those refer to calling a Min- 
ister. 

8. It shall be the duty of each Mission Station to send a Rep- 
resentative to the Annual Council, to take such part as the Coun- 
cil may allow. 


With the following alterations : 


Strike out the word ‘‘shall,’’ in-the third line of section 4, and 
insert ‘‘ may.” 

Strike out the words ‘‘of whom no more than one may be a 
female,’’ in the fourth and fifth lines of section 4. 

Change the numbering of the sections in the proposed Canon 
so that the section numbered 4 shall be numbered 3; section 5 
shall be numbered 4; section 6 shall be numbered 5; section 7 
shall be numbered 6, and 8 shall be 7. 

Insert the Canon as thus amended in Canon I, Title B, entitled 
‘*Of Mission Stations,” after section 2; and place section 3 of the 
Caron, as it now stands, at the end of the Canon as amended, 
and number it section 8.

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SATURDAY, JUNE 4, 1887. 


The Council was called to order by the Bishop, pursuant 
to adjournment. 

Prayer was said by the Rev. Curtis Grubb. 

The Minutes of the previous day were read and ap- 
proved. . 

The Rev. Dallas Tucker then read the report of the Com- 
mittee on the State of the Church, as follows: 


REPORT. 

The Committee on the State of the Church, beg leave to make 
their report : 

Speaking generally, and yet with deep thankfulness to the 
great Head of the Church, your Committee, after surveying the 
field of work, and carefully considering the documents in their 
possession is pleased to report that, in their judgment the state of 
this Diocese is both healthy and encouraging. Personal earn- 
estness, wise effort and aggressive work, is seen everywhere. It 
is, as it always should be, a cause of rejoicing that among neither 
the Clergy nor Laity is there any ‘‘ error of doctrine or vicious- 
ness of life.’” The eastern and western portions of the Diocese, 
separated as they are by long distances and high mountains, are 
reciprocal in their esteem and affection, and labour ‘‘ as one man” 
for the common glory of the ‘‘ one Lord and one Faith.’’ We 
know of no jealousy, we hear of no undue rivalry. In everything 
and everywhere ‘‘ brotherly love continues.”” This innocency of 
life, this harmony of organic relations, this esteem and oneness of 
aim to promote the glory of God, by endeavoring to extend the 
Kingdom of His Son, is, in the estimation of your Committee, a 
just cause for our devoutest thanks and bravest courage. May 
the day never dawn when this happy state of the Church in West 


Virginia, shall be disturbed by either wars without fightings 


within. In other respects, there are not wanting in the present 
condition of the Church, and in the past year’s work, much _ that 
indicates that the progress in our Diocese is as ‘‘ the light shining 
more and more unto the perfect day.” All of the reports, verbal 
and written, presented to the Council, and which have come be- 
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fore your Committee, not only breathe the quiet hopefulness of the 
son of man, but indicate a steady growth in influence, in the 
members and in the labors of the Church in this State. The ex- 
cellent and practical address of the Bishop while it points out, as 
of course it should do, some things, we can but mourn, and 
which ought to be laid seriously to heart by both the Laity and 
Clergy of the Diocese, ¢. g. the renunciation of this Church by 
one of our Presbyters, the culpably loose business principles ap- 
plied by our laymen in some parishes to the management of the 
temporalities of the Church and the vacancies in several cures,— 
while it does this, it gives evidences, notwithstanding, of work 
which is satisfactory both as regards character and results. To 
mentior nothing else, the Committee need only call attention to 
the pleasing fact that the 226 confirmations during the last conciliar 
year, 1s more by 30 than was confirmed last year, and a larger 
number than has ever received ‘‘ the laying on of hands” in any 
twelve months since the Diocese was organized. When we re- 
member that after all, the gathering ofsouls into the fold of Christ 
is the main object of all Christian effort, we may surely feel that 
our labors have not been in vain. Encouraging facts appear in 
other directions as well. The Secretary of the Mission Commit- 
tee uttered night before last, a suggestive remark, when he said 
with a justifiiable emphasis ‘‘ that all our causes of absolute and 
total discouragement are cor fined to one point.’’ Certainly the 
absence of such discouragements in a Diocese, which if not tech- 
nically, is yet virtually in the largest measure a mission field so far 
as our Church is concerned, ought to be taken as no small indica- 
tion that the Divine benediction is with us, and His spirit is up- 
holding and directing our, it may be, feeble but conscientous 
endeavors. From the same report we learn that through new- 
ly built and recently restored Churches, our seating capacity for 
Christian worshippers is materially increased, while the Dioeesan 
property has been enhanced in value several thousand dollars. 
Other indications of a steady growth might easily be given, but 
this will suffice to justify the encouragement which your Commit- 
tee has received in reviewing the affairs and state of the Church. 

But your Committee, while citing these, out of a multitude of 
other encouraging facts, cannot refrain from calling attention to 
certain things which, serious in themselves, may, if not seriously 
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looked after, result in crippling the activity of our Diocesan work. 
Itis well known that in the Canons there are five objects for 
which each Rector is canonically required to make at least one 
offering in his Parish in the course of each conciliar year, viz: 
Diocesan Missions, the Contingent Fund, the Permanent Fund, 
the Fund for Widows and Orphans and Disabled Clergy, and the 
cause of Theological and Religious Education. These are not 
for us, mere charities to which we may or may not as we choose, 
invite and afford our people an opportunity to give. Being 
canonical provisions, these objects have a claim, in my serious, sol- 
emn obligation, on the attention and offerings of the Rectors and 
congregations of this Diocese. Now, it appears from authentic 
sources that many Churches have given nothing—not even a 
nickel—to some of these objects, while some Churches have con- 
tributed to only one or two. One or two Parishes or Missions 
have ignored the entire five. ‘‘ Brethren these things ought not 
to be so.” Your Committee do not pretend to determine the 
amount any Parish or Mission should give to any or all of these 
important objects. We simply contend that each ought to give 
something—a nickel or a penny,—something,—whether the rich 
man’s ‘‘much,’’ or the poor man’s ‘‘little,’’—something—that is 
all. All ought to give something, and this something, your Com- 
mittee think, all might give, ifin no other way, at least by the 
Rector taking any sum at his disposal and apportioning it to these 
various objects, so that none shall be neglected in the yearly min- 
istration. Brethren, ponder these things, out of your interest in, 
and your obligations to, this Diocese. The continued prosperity 
and growth of the work requires that we should do so. 

Let us glance a moment, particularly, at the funds known as 
Diocesan Missions and the Contingent Fund. As regards the 
first, it has been stated that its receipts this year have fallen be- 
low that of last year by several hundred dollars. This is bad 
enough, especially when we consider that ‘‘times have not been 
as hard this year as they were the last.’”’ But this is not the worst. 
Not only have the receipts for Missions fallen off, but the number 
of Churches and Missions contributing has diminished in number. 
This is the most painful part of the business. Does it indicate 
less attention on the part of the clergy, or less interest on the 
part of the people in this important matter? The Committee 
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cannot answer. It may be that this shrinkage in the amount and 
this reduction in the number of contributing Parishes is a ‘‘ pass- 
ing squall,’’—let us hope it is,—but your Committee would earn- 
estly impress on each Rector and Lay Delegate, and through 
them on each Parish and Mission, and every Episcopalian in the 
Diocese, the simple but stern fact that not only the general work 
of the Diocese must be crippled, but individual and faithful min- 
isters made to suffer if the amznution noted, either zzcreases or 
continues. The Diocesan Missionary Fund is the back-bone, so 
to speak, and humanly, of this Diocese. When it_faz/s the Dio- 
cese, practically, fa//s. Its claims are second to none, save the 
Bishop’s salary. They ought to be attended to, not to the ex- 
clusion of, but Jefore those of either the Domestic or Foreign 
Missionary Society. Are we doing our full duty in regard to it? 
Does your Church give what it ought to give, and what, perhaps, 
the Diocese has right to expect it should give? It is a significant 
fact that four Churches only gave last year over $40 each to Di- 
ocesan Missions— Parkersburg, Charlestown, Charleston and Mar- 
tinsburg. Comment is unnecessary. 

But look a moment at the Contingent Fund. This stands 
manifestly on a somewhat different footing from the others, be- 
cause it is an assessment made on and apportioned to each Parish 
by an act of the Council, to which we are all a-party, or have be- 
come so by canonical relation to the Diocese. The portion as- 
signed to each Parish is really a debt created by our own deliber- 
ate legislative act, and there is, as the editor of the Southern 
Churchman is wont to say, ‘‘ nothing to do with a debt but to 
pay it.” Yet, strangely and sadly enough, we find that a num- 
ber of your Parishes gave last year absolutely nothing to this Con- 
tingent Fund. Now, it ought to be remembered that the largest 
portion of this Contingent Fund goes to pay for printing the 
Journal of the Diocese, which is distributed to every Rector and 
Parish in the Diocese with almost prodigal liberality. Your Com- 
mittee is not prepared to go as far in this matter as the Diocese 
of Kentucky has gone in matters akin to this, but your Commit- 
tee do feel that there is some incongruity in Parishes receiving 
their full quota of Journals when they contribute nothing towards 
the expense of its publication—a thing they are canonically 
pledged to do. The principle of no taxation without representa- 
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tion applies here in some sort, and your Committee has failed to 
find that ‘‘ to receive and not to give’’ is either a law or beati- 
tude in the religion of our Lord. On the whole, it is our opinion 
that, looked at from the standpoint of these ‘‘ canonical offer- 
ings,’’ the state of the Church, if not bad, might be, and should 
be, greatly improved. . 

To close a report already too long, your Committee must forego 
enlarging on certain topics which have been suggested, and con- 
tent themselves with simply asking whether it might not be de- 
sirable and practicable to develope a larger amount of lay work 
in the Diocese; to introduce as a Diocesan instrumentality the 
St. Andrew’s Brotherhood; and to use more, and to more pur- 
pose, the Parochial Mission Society, located in New York. Lay 
work and preaching is a great and successful agency of the 
Church in England, and in some parts of our land. St. Andrew’s 
Brotherhood, having as its noble object to gather young men 
into the Church, with its three rules of daily Prayer, of weekly 
Work, and of monthly Communion, is a power, and we trust a 
growing one, elsewhere. Missions are well nigh established fac- 
tors in a large portion of the Church. Your Committee simply 
mention these things as in some wise more or less new but im- 
portant developments in Church work, ¢nd with the thought that 
should these suggestions seem at all practicable, the Council 
might take such action, through the appointment of a Committee, 
as would tend to, and, possibly, result in engrafting one or all of 
them on our system of Diocesan work. | 

So we close. In doing so, your Committee earnestly beg that 
you will join with them in devoutly thanking God for the many 
tokens of His goodness and power among us; in praying to Him 
to continue His blessing on the Holy Catholic and A postolicChurch, 
on theProtestant Episcopal Church in this land, and on the Church 
in this Diocese ; in devout supplication that we may all, in our sev- 
eral vocations and ministries, so faithfully, so bravely, and soloy- 
ingly serve Him, by the power ef the Holy Ghost, that we may 
at last enter that Church triumphant, where labor becomes rest, 
where faith passes into sight, where hope vanishes to fruition, 
where crosses are exchanged for crowns, where love is perfected 
and full, and where, with a fervor unknown to earth,’ and with 
voices attuned to the everlasting minstrelsy of Heaven, we shall 
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sing in the ‘‘One Faith’’ triumphant, and to the ‘‘One Lord” 
exalted, the song of Moses and of the Lamb.

The Rev. R. H. Mason presented the report of the Com- 
mittee on Episcopal and Permanent Fund, which was re- 


ceived and ordered to be printed. 


REPORT. 


Your Committee respectfully report, as to the Episcopal Fund, 
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/ 


that the Trustee, Judge G. W. Thompson, states that after pay- 
ing the Bishop’s salary for the year, there remains on hand a bal- 
ance of $132.45. The receipts for the year, however, have been 
only $2,406.60, the deficit on year’s salary being made up from 
balance of previous year. The Trustee’s report further shows 
that this balance should be about $1,100, and that the deficiency 
is occasioned by arrearages of St. John’s Church, Charleston. 

But from information received we have ground of hope that fu- 
ture payments will be more regular, and the accumulated indebt- 
edness will be gradually cancelled. 

In this connection it will be readily seen how important it is 
that the Rectors and Vestries of such Parishes and Missions as are 


not pledged to any specific sum for the support of the Episcopate, _ 


should urge upon their people the regular and prompt payment 
of one dollar per communicant, remembering that the Bishop’s 


salary is payable quarterly, and that the amounts collected should — 


be forwarded to the Trustee, Judge G. W. Thompson, Wheel- 
ing. 


We take this occasion to express our high appreciation of the | 


fidelity and efficiency with which Judge Thompson has adminis- 
tered this important trust. 

Your committe would further report that the Treasurer’s state- 
ment of the Permanent fund shows on hand :

Of this small amount, $111 07, contributed during the year to 
this fund, $50 1s given by one person, leaving only $61 07 from 
fifteen. parishes, no contributions having been received from other 
Parishes and Missions in the Diocese. 

Believing that this meagre statement must affect the minds of 
the Council, and of the Church at large, with a feeling of disap- 
pointment and chagrin, and make them deplore the forgetfulness 
and inattention which are the cause of this state of things, we 
earnestly recommend to ministers to urge upon their respective 
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congregations the importance of contributing to this fund, as pro- 
vided for by Canon. 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

The Rev. R. A. Gibson, from the Special Committee, ap- 
pointed to consider that part of the Bishop’s Address rela- 
ting to the proposed change of name of the Church, sub- 
mitted the following report, which was received and ordered 
to be printed in the Journal. The resolutions contained 
therein were unanimously adopted by the Council: 


REPORT. 


To the Council of West Virginia: 


Your Committee beg leave, in the first place, to report the fol- 
lowing resolution, which will explain itself : 


Resolved, That the portion of the Bishop’s Address referring 
to the proposed change of name of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, be published in the Church News, that one thousand 
extra copies be printed at the expense of the Diocese, and that , 
in the opinion of the Committee, it would make a valuable 
pamphlet for use in the pending discussion of the subject. 


And now, having said this much with regard to the Bishop’s 
Address, your Committee think it well that the Council should 
express its own sentiments on the subject of which that Address 
treats. They therefore unanimously offer for adoption the follow- 
ing : 

Wuereas, A persistent effort, extending through a series of 
years and assuming several different shapes, has been made in the 
General Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States, to change the name of the Church; and, 

Wuereas, The advocates of such change claim that they are 
gaining ground year by year, and that in one form or another 
their object will, after a while, be accomplished; therefore, 

Resolved, Vhat in the opinion of the Council any change what- 
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ever in the Name of the Church is altogether inexpedient and 
unwise, 

Under the name which it has borne for a hundred years, the 
Protestant Episcopal Church has flourished and grown beyond 
the possible expectations. of those who organized it. 

Associations, strong and tender, have twined themselves around 
the words which indicate our distinctive place among the Chris- 
tians of America. 

We are not ashamed of Protestantism, nor do we intend to 
adopt the views of those few foreigners among us who attach to 
the word the idea of irreligion. As American, and especially 
Protestant, institutions improve these’ people in other respects, 
so we trust by God’s blessing to improve their views of Christian- 
ity and its historical nomenclature. 

In the Church, as at present constituted, we recognize parties 
and schools of thought widely different and ready on any grave 
provocation to become antagonistic. | The Name of the Church 
we regard as one clause of the compact under which they exist 
in the same organization. To change the Name of the Church 
would be, in our judgment, to incur condemnation as truce- 
breakers. 

We, therefore, approve the action of our Deputies to the Gen- 
eral Convention in Chicago in opposing every movement in the 
direction of a change of the Name of the Chureh, and call upon 
good Churchmen throughout the land to use their best endeavors 
to convince the advocates of change that their effort is futile, 
dangerous and revolutionary.

The Committee on Finance beg leave to report, that the Treas- 
urer of the Diocese has placed in our hands his accounts with the 
various funds under his control, with his vouchers, and the same 
having been carefully examined by us, are found strictly correct 
in all particulars. 

For the great fidelity aud pains of our Treasurer, in the safe 
management and investment of the funds of the Diocese, the 
Committee renews the expression of its sincere and most hearty 
thanks. 

The Treasurer’s report, with his accounts, is herewith returned, 
and recommended to be printed in the Journal as usual. 

We find that several Parishes, as has been the case for years 
past, are far short of their pledges in regard to the Bishop’s sal- 
ary, and as to the Contingent Fund, forgotten or greatly overlook- 
ed. We would mildly suggest that the various Treasurers of the Par- 
ishes give the above matters their careful attention, so that when 
the Lay Delegate comes to the next Council, he may report the 
Parish as paid up in full, or give some good reason why these 
sums have not been paid. 

We desire also to call the attention of the Vestries of the sev- 
eral Pasishes to the importance and obligation resting upon them 
in raising the minister’s salary,.and ask them how they expect 
the minister to perform his duties when they fall so far short of 
theirs ? 
~The Committee recommends the passage of the following 
resolutions :

We have a faithful and devoted people. The most hopeful thing is 
the united effort with which our people are working. A wise and 
prudent business talent, on the part of our gentlemen, to the Savior’s 
work, and faithful energy on the part of our ladies, united with earn- 
est prayers, have borne large fruit for the Master. The Sunday School 
is very large and prosperous, well administered by a most successful 
Superintendent, and is a constant source of strength to the Church. 

A number of colored scholars (37) are taught, but we have no col- 
ored members of the Church. The congregation is organized into 
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Chapters, and may be called “Workers for our King,” each one seek- 
ing to do his or her part, and many of them are very “dle workers. 

The Bible readers earnestly study the word of God at their meet- 
ing, held weekly at the Rectory, through the larger part of the year. 
It is gratifying to see how many attend. 

The Shepherd’s Arms is a society for teaching sewing, and has done 
much good during some of the winter months. 

The salary of the minister has been increased $100 per annum, and 
is not $600.

After considerable discussion, the remainder of the report was 
made the special order of the day for Thursday afternoon at 3:30 
o'clock.

THURSDAY—9o A. . 


The Council met at this hour, the Bishop in the chair. The Rev. 


John S. Gibson read prayers. 
The minutes of yesterday were read and approved. 
The Rev. Dr, Lacy offered the following: 


Resolved, That a committee of three clergymen and three laymen be 
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appointed to express the feelings of this Council in regard to the death of 
the Hon. George W. Thompson, long-time Trustee of the Episcopal Fund, 
and who has done so much to establish this Diocese, and help it when 
established.

The Committee on Credentials reported upon the certificate of 
Capt. J. W. McLure, of St. Luke’s, Wheeling, who appeared and 
took his seat. 

The Bishop then read his annual address, as follows: 


ANNUAL ADDRESS. 


When our Tenth Annual Council met in Weston, one year ago, 
we were all pained to miss from its sessions our efficient Secretary, 
the Rev. R. A. Cobbs. Few of us perhaps thought that he would 
so soon be called away to his rest and reward. On Tuesday, June 
28th, in the Rectory at Charleston, he was gathered unto his fathers, 
having the testimony of a good conscience, in the communion of 
the Catholic Church, in the confidence of a certain faith, and in the 
comfort of a reasonable, religious and holy hope. I took occasion 
in the sermon I preached at the time of his funeral,to express more - 
fully my sense of the great loss the Diocese has sustained in his 
death. 

Since our last session we have also lost the faithful custodian of 
our Episcopal Fund, Judge George W. Thompson. He took great 
interest in the formation of the Diocese,and was present as a Deputy 
from Virginia at the General Convention of 1877, which effected it, 
helping by his testimony and influence to bring about the result. 
Since that time Judge Thompson has served repeatedly in our Dio- 
cesan Councils, and in the General Conventions, as his failing health 
permitted. Although for some years past his eye was growing dim 
and his natural force abated, he always had a keen interest in every- 
thing connected with the progress of our Church in West Virginia. 
Of a profoundly philosophical mind, he retained to the last a simple 
faith in the Gospel of Christ as the power and wisdom of God. 
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We have had also to lament the loss of Major J. C. Covell, of 
Romney. It is chiefly to his energy and zeal that we are indebted 
for the erection of St. Stephen’s Church. But important as he was 
to usin our work, he filled his chief measure of usefulness as the 
Principal of the State school for the Deaf, Dumb and Blind. He 
united in a remarkable degree the qualifications necessary for such 
a difficult post of duty. He had rare administrative ability and 
great personal influence with the pupils. He took the liveliest 
interest in the religious welfare of the scholars, and used his great 
gifts for their benefit with a faithful assiduity. Himself the son of a 
clergyman, he had been intended for the church, but I doubt not 
found his true call to duty in the work which he carried on for so 
many years with such brilliant success. 

Nor can I fail, standing in this presence to-day, to mention one 
other name from the list of those who have, during the ‘year, 
passed from our midst. Very suddenly, in the month of March, 
General John H. Oley received the summons and laid his earthly 
armor down. Long before I came to West Virginia, General Oley 
was in the front of every movement looking toward the establish- 
ment of our church in Huntington, and he retained the post of labor 
and of honor to the last. His loyalty never wavered and his interest 
did not flag. He could always be depended upon to do with his 
might what his hands found to do; and as his many personal letters 
to me show, he took most intelligent and judicious views of our 
Church work, and was ready to co-operate with every effort for the 
advancement of the kingdom. 

The example of these last two gentlemen named is especially 
worthy of note and of imitation by our laymen throughout the 
Diocese. I trust it will not be lost by them. I mention them in 
this address because they furnish a standing refutation to the objec- 
tion so frequently urged that the ordinary pressure of business is 
sufficient excuse for failure in work for Christ and the Church. Dur- 
ing the nine or ten years I have known General Oley and Major 
Covell, it would have been difficult, if not impossible, to find any 
two men more constantly and laboriously engaged than they have 
always been. As all who knew them well, perfectly understand, 
their duties were of the most continuous and exacting character ; 
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and since these duties involved the interest and welfare of others 
their requirements were all the more imperious. I say it again, and 
with deliberation, that Ido not believe that any two men in the 
State have been under a greater pressure of business cares and 
responsibilities than these two men during the ten years past; and 
yet they were not only active, but foremost in work for the Church, 
They gave of their means and time and influence to the advance- 
ment of Christ's kingdom, and by their example may well incite 
even the busiest of our laymen to renewed activity in the work 
their hands find to do. This is just what the Church needs to-day 
in all our congregations, earnest, devoted men who take such interest 
in the progress and have such confidence in the stability of the King- 
dom of God in the world that they can be depended upon them- 
selves to do and to make others labor steadily and hopefully where 
God has placed them. 

We speak of the loss we have sustained by the death of true and 
good inen, but the work must not suffer harm, it must go on and 
with increasing ardor. If in this world men are found brave enough 
to step to the front and fill up the gap in the wavering column as it 
charges right on upon the deadly guns, shall not men be found in 
the Kingdom of God brave enough and true enough to take up the 
work their brethren have laid down and carry it on, even in the face 
of opposition and indifference. Let us see on every side the steady 
purpose and the hopeful courage that become the Christian soldier, 
who believes and trusts in the exalted Saviour, his ever living Lord. 

Our Tenth Annual Council met according to appointment, in St. 
Paul’s Church, Weston, on Wednesday, June Ist, of last year. We 
found the congregation fully committed to the building of a new 
and more comrfodious and convenient church, but we also found 
that in anticipation of the Council they had displayed great taste in 
repairing the old building, in which they will be compelled to wor- 
ship yet for several years. 

During this session of the Council I baptized a child of the Rec- 
tor, and at the closing service confirmed nine persons. |

also visited the Sunday School of Grace Church. This Parish is to 
be congratulated on the very great improvement of the Rectory 
property, made chiefly through the well-directed efforts of the 
Rector. 


Monday, April 30th.—Attended the annual meeting of the con- 
gregation in Grace Church, Middleway. 


Wednesday, May 2d.—Preached in St. Paul’s Church, Chillicothe, 
Ohio, and confirmed ten. 


Thursday, May 3¢4—Preached in St. Luke’s Church, Marietta,and 
confirmed three. 


Friday, May 4th.—Preached in Grace Church, Pomeroy, Ohio, and 
confirmed three. 


Saturday, May 5th—Visited Hartford City, but had no Service. 


Sunday, May 6th—Preached in Bruce Chapel, Mercer’s Bottom, 
and in the evening in Christ Church, Pt. Pleasant, and confirmed 
two. 


Monday, May 7th.—Preached ina school-house, near Scary. A 
zealous Christian woman has been instrumental in rebuilding here 
an old Church, called St. John’s in the Valley, which has been dis- 
mantled and practically abandoned for more than twenty-five years. 
Mr. Campbell, from St. Albans, gives regular services. The new 
building was not quite ready for use at the time of my visit, but it 
is now, I understand, available for Service. On the evening of this 
same day I preached in St. Mark’s Church, St. Albans, and admin- 
istered the Communion. 


Tuesday, May 8th—Attended a meeting of the Sheltering Arms, 
in Charleston. 


Wednesday, May 9th—Preached in Calvary Church, Coal Valley. 
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Thursday, May roth—Preached in the Free Church, at Powellton. 


Friday, May rr1th—Preached in Ascension Church, Hinton, and 
confirmed two. I was glad to: welcome the Rev. Mr. Meade back 
to this field. In connection with Alderson, there is no reason why 
we may not have here a vigorous, and before many years, a self- 
sustaining work. 


Saturday, May r2th—In All Saint’s Church, Union, I preached 
and confirmed four. 


Sunday, May 13th—Preached in All Saint’s Church, Union, and 
in the evening in the new Church of the Messiah, at Alderson. This 
Church building is the last one completed of nine that were pro- 
jected on my first visit through the Kanawha Valley, ten years ago. 


Monday, May r4ath.--Preached in St. Thomas Church, White Sul- 
phur Springs, and confirmed one. During the winter the ceiling 
of the Church has been oiled, and the building may now be said to 
be complete. There is still due upon it $1,061. 


Tuesday, May 15th—vVook part in the Service in Trinity Church, 
Staunton, Va., on the occasion of a confirmation by Bishop Ran- 
dolph. | 


Wednesday, May 16th—Took part in the opening services of the 
Virginia Council, in Trinity Church, Staunton, and in the afternoon 
attended a meeting of the Trustees of the Seminary and High 
School. 


Sunday, May 20th—Preached in Zion Church, Charlestown, and 
confirmed thirty-four. In the afternoon visited a school house on 
the mountain where a Sunday School is maintained and preached 
to a large congregation ; and at night preached in St. Philip’s Chapel 
Charlestown, and confirmed nine persons, (colored), presented by 
the Rev. W. L. Burwell, Deacon in charge. This work among the 
colored people in Charlestown has been zealously carried on by 
members of Zion Church, for several years. The Rector has taken 
great interest in it and has by his personal labors provided a neat 
and substantial Chapel, and a Rectory which is now about com- 
plete. He has also provided for the support of the Deacon in charge, . 
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and we have good reason to hope that great good will be done. 
Whatever general plan may be adopted for such work, on a_ larger 
scale, yet here at least is something that our hands find to do at 
home, in helping to evangelize and train the millions of colored 
people dwelling among us. 


Monday, ay Moe2rst—Preached in St. John’s, Ripon, and con- 
firmed one. This isthe first time I have visited Ripon officially. 
The congregation has always been considered as belongtng to Wick- 
liffe Parish Virginia, but as they have asked to be taken under my 
charge, and as they are in the territorial limits of the Diocese, I 
expect to visit them regularly hereafter. 


Tuesday, May 22nd.—Met a large number of the congregation 
of Trinity Church, Shepherdstown, at the Rectory. 


Wednesday, May 23rd—Preached in Trinity Shepherdstown, and 
also in St. John’s, Harper’s Ferry. 


Sunday, May 27th—Preached twice in Emmanuel, Moorefield, 
and confirmed one. I also met the Sunday School in the afternoon 
and addressed them. 


Monday, May 28th.—Preached in St. Stephen’s, Romney, and 
confirmed four. 


Sunday, June 3rd—I\n the morning took part in the Services in 
Trinity, Parkersburg, and after sermon by the Rev. Jno. S. Gibson, 
I administered the Communion. In the afternoon I preached and 
confirmed four.

This work has been going steadily on. The Fund has reached 
$5,650.38. Ofthis amount $4,300 is securely invested in property 
including buildings old and new, with a capacity for about twenty 
patients. Weare pushing on our preparations so as to open our 
doors this summer. The need seems greater every day. 


During the ten years which have elapsed since I took up the work 
in West Virginia, I have visited every county in the State, even 
those where we have no organization and no membership of our 
Church. Out of the fifty-four counties there are still twenty-two 
where we have no organization of any kind, and eleven in which, 
so far as I know, we have not even a single communicant. Many 
of these counties are, however, reached by occasional services, and 
so the way is being prepared for us to be established. Our plan 
has been simply to try and care for our scattered people as we had 
the opportunity. Wherever there have been even a few who desired 
the ministrations of their Church, we have done all we could to 
help them. In this way we are now represented by organizations 
of some kind in sixteen Counties where, ten years ago, we had no 
such foothold, and no doubt the next few years will still farther spread 
the influence of our Church. We have come:into these various Chris- 
tian communities not as selfish intruders, but because our presence has 
been needed and desired ; and it is pleasant and helpful to think that 
now after these ten years of aggressive work that there is a more 
kindly feeling towards our Church among the people of West Vir- 
ginia than ever before. I trust that in all our future activities we 
shall still keep the unity of the spirit in the bond of peace. 

The general history of our Churches has been one of healthful 
progress, with the exception of three or four, which, owing to a 
variety of circumstances, some of them beyond their control, have 
either stood still, or gone back, they have moved steadily forward, 
and now at the end of these ten years of independent Diocesan life, 
having raised and spent perhaps as much as $175,000 in the way of 
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self-equipment—building thirty Churches, ten Rectories, three 
Schools, a Hospital and an Episcopal Residence—we ought to be 
in condition to do a great deal more than ever we have done here in 
this vineyard of the Lord. 

A point I have insisted upon time and again, but one which de- 
mands renewed consideration, and still more decided emphasis, is 
the necessity for more systematic effort in doing this work. I 
speak frankly for myself and for my brethren of the clergy, when 
I say that I do not think we want to shirk any work that rightly 
belongs to us, but that we feel that we ought to be relieved more 
and more from the grinding care of serving tables. 

Even the inspired Apostles found these business details too much 
for them, and appointed chosen persons to look after such mat- 
ters, that they might give themselves continually to the ministry of 
the word and to prayer. This is for what I plead to-day for the 
clergy. Let us be relieved from business matters that do not prop- 
erly come under our care, that we may the more give ourselves co 
the ministry of the word and to prayer, and I feel sure that our 
efficiency will in every way be increased. 

I have time and again had vestrics to tell me that the great need 
of their parish was a minister who was, as they called it, a great 
worker in all the temporal business of the parish, in raising money 
for their support, improving Church property, and such like mat- 
ters; or, to put it in other words, they really wanted a man who 
could and would do what is the express duty of the vestry to 
do. No one can tell unless he has tried it, how such details of busi- 
ness entering into-and filling up a man’s life with their daily recur- 
rence, absorb his time, divert his energies and so cripple his work. 

I am pleading not for the personal comfort and feelings of the 
ministry although that is not beneath your notice, but Iam pleading 
for your own churches that you may experience the reviving power 
of aclergy that can give themselves more continually to the min- 
istry of the word and to prayer. 

There are many noble examples of devotion in these matters, we 
have vestries that are models of faithfulness, who are ready always 
to act promptly and wisely, who put no extra care upon their over- 
taxed minister but are ready to do their part, and have the good 
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sense and the grace to manage afl the temporal affairs of the parish 
with system and effect. It is one of the most important purposes 
served by our Annual Councils that the influence and example of 
such men may be brought to bear upon others, that they too may 
be stimulated and guided in their own work. 

The business affairs of most of our churches are in themselves 
to insignificant to be really burdensome or difficult to any one who 
will undertake to transact them with a ready mind. I appeal once 
again to the Diocese to remove from our midst all cause of reproach 
on this account. 

During. the last year there wasa marked improvement in many of 
our funds, notably the fund for Diocesan Missions and that for the 
relief of the Disabled Clergy and the Widow’s and orphans’ of de- 
ceased Clergyman. This I think was in large part owing to the in- 
troduction of more system through the use of envelopes specially 
prepared for the purpose. There is no reason why this plan should 
not be pushed to its utmost possibilities, and I earnestly ask the co- 
operation of the Diocese in the matter. 

There are many matters of interest to which I might direct your 
attention, such as the proposal to change the name of the Church, 
the still further enrichment of the Book of Common Prayer, the 
plan of proportionate representation, the proposal for an Appellate 
Court, but opportunity for discussion and expression of opinion 
will be given in regard to all these matters. Let it be our care at 
this Council to turn our attention rather to those practical matters 
that have to do with the orderly and efficient doing of our daily 
work in the Diocese. In our thoughts about what may seem to be 
the greater matters we must not overlook the duties and responsi- 
bilities that are right before us. 

It is with devout gratitude to Almighty God my Dear Brethren 
that I meet you at this Council. I have just completed the tenth 
year of my Episcopate and enter I trust with a hopeful courage and 
a deep sense of our dependence upon the great Head of the Church 
upon the work that yet lies before us. 

These years have had their diffiiculties and discouragements, but 
they have been as nothing compared to the helps and inspirations 
that have everywhere been found. | 
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The care of the Churches in an extended and feeble Diocese like 
this must in the nature of the case be heavy, but I can truly say, 
that enjoying as I have done invariably the hearty support and sym- 
pathy of all my brethren both clerical and lay, no journey has 
seemed toilsome and no work could be called hard. More might 
have been done, I am well aware, for the advancement of the King- 
dom of God by one who was wiser and stronger than I have been, 
but you will permit me to say that I have tried during these busy 
and happy years of my service, as much as lieth in me, to apply 
myself to this my work and to draw all my cares and studies this 
way. Of my personal feelings on the review of these ten.years of 
service I cannot speak, but to say how profoundly sensitive I am of 
the deep and lasting debt of gratitude I owe to the loyal and devoted 
body of clergy and to that body of laity, equally loyal and devoted, 
both men and women, who by their affectionate sympathy and cor- 
dial co-operation, hav: lightened all my labors and have by their 
efforts and their prayers carried the Diocese on to its present hope- 
ful point of progress. 

There remaineth yet very much land to be possessed. In the 
name of the Lord let us set up our banners and go forward. Why 
should we ever be dismayed or discouraged? We serve the Lord 
Christ. The dignity of such service should fill us with a sublime 
indifference to petty annoyances and hinderances and save us from 
a diversion of energy to trifling things that cannot profit. A reali- 
zation of the great issues at stake should excite us to the most de- 
termined and persistent efforts to do with our might what our hands 
find to do, and above all, the constraining love of Christ should 
inspire us to give first our own selves to the Lord in all the obliga- 
tions of a holy life and then gladly spend and be spent for Him.

The Rev. R. D. Roller offered the following as explanatory of 
certain terms used in the Canons of the Diocese: 
Resolved, First—That the word Communicant shall be understood to 


apply to any person who has been confirmed, and is not a notorious and 
open evil liver. 


Resolved, Second—That ‘‘ Communicant in good standing ”’ shall apply 
to those only who have Communed at least once within the past year, unless 
a sufficient excuse is made. 


Resolved, That under the words ‘‘ present number,” in the Parochial 
Report, there be added this title: ‘‘ Actual Number Communing During 
thée-Year,” 

The resolutions were lost. 

The hour for the order of the day—3:30 o’clock—having arrived, 
’ the Council went to the consideration of the report of the Commit- 
mittee on Delinquency of Parishes and Mission Stations. 

The Rev. Dallas Tucker moved that the Secretary be instructed 
not to print the tabulated statement presented in connection with 
the report. 

The Rev. Dr. Lacy moved that the report be recommitted, with 
instructions to report at the next Council. 

Tabled. | 

Mr. Edmond I. Lee moved to postpone the further consideration 
of the report until next Council. 

The Rev. John S. Gibson moved the previous question, and the 
vote was taken on Mr. Tucker’s motion, which was carried. 

The report, with tabulated statement omitted. 


To the Council of West Virginia: 


The Committee appointed to report to this Council upon ‘‘ the character, 
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extent and causes of the delinquincy of Parishes and Mission Stations to 
the various Canonical Funds of the Diocese, and whether any, and what 
remedies should be employed to correct the evils referred to,’”’ beg leave 
to report that the matter has received such consideration as they were able 
to give it; and that such consideration has impressed upon their minds the 
great importance of the matter brought before the Courcil in the resolu- 
tion under which they were appointed. 

If such matters of necessity to the strong, true life of the Chuuch in the 
Diocese, for laying broad foundations and accomplishing its work of char 
ity in the world, as the Fund for Diocesan Missions, the Permanent Fund 
to support the Episcopate, the Fund for Aged Clergy and Widows and 
Orphans of deceased Clergy, the Education of men for the Ministry, and 
for the current expenses of the Diocese, are year after year neglected, the 
Church must of necessity be greatly hampered in her work, and move for- 
ward with slow step indeed. | 

And when it is remembered that these things are not simply matters of 
recommendation to the Parishes and Missions of the Diocese, but fos- 
itive enactments of law, having become so in June, 1879, constant failure 
to observe the law’s provisions becomes either inexcusible neglect of, or 
open rebellion against the Church’s authority. 

Now, your Committee in considering the character or nature of the de- 
linquincy, can. see no evidence of other failure than that of neglect ; 
but, except in a few cases of Parishes having been vacant at times, or 
Missions having had very occasional services, they are inclined to think 
that the negligence must be called inexcusible. And as such is as_ fatal 
to the perfect working and revered authority of the Church as open re- 
bellion. Time and again has the Diocesan earnestly and faithfully called 
attention to laxity of observance in these matters, and endeavored to incite 
the laymen of the Church to their full duty in the matter, although the 
Clergy must bear a large share of the blame for the failure, for if they 
incited and reminded their laity there would certainly be no such short 
coming as there has been. 

To show to what extent the delinquincy has gone, your Committee here- 
with submit a table prepared with care’ from the Treasurer’s reports for 
the several funds for the years 1880 to 1887 inclusive, or from the year 
the law was passed up to the last Annual Council, 

The table shows that instead of 1,800 offerings for these objects 
having been taken in the eight years, allowing one offering or contri- 
bution to each object each year, only 783 were actually taken. The prin- 
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cipal cause must, your Committee feel, be found in indifference to the 
work of the Diocese by the Rectors, Ministers and people of the sev- 
eral Parishes and Mission Stations, leading to a fatal neglect, though it 
may be that some of the failure can be traced to forgetfulness of law, and 
to the failure of those appointed to receive the funds, to put into operation 
any systematic effort to get into the treasury what should come. But, be 
the cause what it may, there can be no denying, in the face of the table 
submitted, and the Bishop’s reiterated warnings and exhortations, the 
fact of great delinquincy. 

Now, there is no right or justice in allowing the ee iehes and Missions 
that are thus seriously direlect in duty and obedience, exactly the same 
rights and privileges as those that earnestly endeavor to fulfill their obliga- 
-tions; nor is their any use in continually making laws, .to enforce which, 
there are no enactments of penalty. Your Committee, therefore, ask ref- 
erence to the Committe on Constitution and Canons of the following 
amendment to Article III of the Constitution: Between the words ‘‘ Min- 
ister’? and ‘‘ and” in the next to the last line insert ‘‘but no Parish or 
Congregation neglecting or refusing to pay its assessments, whether laid by 
Canon or resolution of the Council, in any year, shall be entitled to 
representation in the Council until it has paid the assessment, or r been excused 
by the Council.’’ 


You Committee also recommend the adoption of the following reso- 
lutions: 


First—That the Parish or organized. Mission failing in any Conciliar 
year, to contribute to the Contingent Fund, and not making excuse satis- 
factory to the Council, shall receive xo Journals of the Council for that 
year. . 


Second—That the Treasurer of the Canonical Funds shall, at the expense 
of the Diocese, or the several funds, prepare notifications and send them 
at intervals during the year to the Rectors, Ministers, Wardens and Mis- 
sions Committees of all Parishes and Missions in the Diocese. 


Third—That the Treasurer shall read, or have the Secretary read, to 
each Annual Council a statement of the Parishes and Missions contribut- 
ting for the past year, and the amounts; and also a list of those non-con 
tributing.

On motion of Rev. R. D. Roller, Mr. Robert M. Browne was 
elected Trustee of the Permanent Fund of the Diocese. 

The Rev. J. T. Woods submitted the aa of the Diocesan 
Missionary Committee, as follows : 


In making the annual report of the Missions Committee it is difficult 
so to present the facts of the case that the Council may thoroughly under- 
stand the situation. The needs of Missionaries are by no means the same, 
the circumstances of different Churches are very different, and even in the 
same Church vary from time to time. And so it is that the Committe has | 
never yet been able to inaugurate that uniform system of administration 
they deem so desirable. It is very easy to suggest rules to govern all our 
disbursments, but the difficulty is to find rules that instead of stimulating 
the congregation do not bear hardly upon the Missionary. It therefore 
seems necessary for us to continue our Missions along the lines on which 
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we have been working, by continued re-adjustment of charges and sti- 
pends endeavoring to make the fund at our command be of the greatest 
possible help to the greatest number. To the proper understanding of 
this whole matter, it is also necessary to know. what appropriations are 

made by the Societies of the General Church, for work within our borders, 

as your Diocesan Committee makes its appropriations with this informa- 
tion before them. We therefore append a table which will show these 
things clearly. The year has been in some respects a trying one, owing 

to the many removals from our Missionary field and vacancies occurring in 
other Churches, still the work has gone steadily on. We are glad to re- 
port that one station, Huntington, which we have been aiding for nine 

years has now become independent, and we have good hopes that one or , 
two more such may be reported next year. 

During the last year the total amount of Missionary stipends paid in the 
Diocese was $2,269.00 of which $500 was from the Domestic Committee, 
$550 fron the American Church Missionary Society, and the balance 
$1,219 from the Diocese. 


This money was apportioned in the following manner : 
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We: began the year with a balance of $647.95 and received $1,451.51 
being a total of $2,099.46. We have spent for stipends as above $1,269 
and for specials in other ways as the Treasurer’s account shows $71.69,. 
a total of $1,340.69, leaving to-day a credit to the fund of $758.77. This 
balance is unexpectedly large owing to the fact that some appropriations 
made during the year have on account of vacancies and other causes been 
carried back into the Treasury, This balance is chargeable with about 
$400.00 to be paid in July, but even after this reduction we will start the 
new year in good condition. 


It is hardly necessary to insist upon the prime importance of the main- 
tenance of this fund. We started ten years ago with about $600 sub- 
scribed for our Missions, and each year spending just about what we re- 
ceived, have reported substantially the same balance from year to year. 
Our report to the Council comes just after the Bishop’s spring visitations 
when there are more offerings than at any other time, and so we often fear 
may tend to produce a false impression as to the needs of the work. We de- 
pend upon the balance to carry us on through the dry summer and fall months. 
Although sometimes reduced down to nearly fifty dollars our Treasury has 
never been entirely empty, and we shall still depend upon our people ev- 
erywhere to contribute regularly and freely to our Mission work 


During the coming year we have the prospect of the same appropriation of 
$500 from the Domestic Committee, and the American Church Missionary 
Society has with great liberality increased its appropriation to $1,650. This 
will enable us to put more men into the field, and we have good hores 
that by fall we shall have a larger force than ever before. It is our earn- 
est hope that the liberality of the General Societies will not cause us to 
relax our efforts; we must try to retain the additional aid granted us this 
year by showing that we deserve it. We are in condition now to make 
advances not possible before. Let us have the cordial co-operation of all. 


The Missionary Committee still uses The Church News asa means of 
communication with the Diocese, and think that in other respects it fulfils 
an important mission. No Almanac was published this year but it is pro- 
posed instead to issue as soon after the adjournment of the Council as possi- 
ble, a compilation or manual which will contain such varied information 
in regard to our Church matters, as will render it valuable and interesting 
to all. They shall ask the cordial co-operation of their Brethren in dis. 
tributing it.

Resolved, That while this Council bows with resignation to our Heav- 
enly Father’s will, we desire to record our grateful recollection of our 
good Brother’s wisdom and zeal and his fidelity to every trust reposed in 
him, and to express our gratitude for his great pains in every sense to do 
well whatever he undertook. 

II. We recognize that to him we are largely indebted for the establish- 
ment of this Diocese, and not only so, but for making so secure that Fund 
so dear to the hearts of us all, by which the Diocese at once maintains its 
organic life, and seeks to show its loyal devotion to its chief shepherd. 


III. Although for many years in declining health, and to use his own 
words ‘‘ watching for the setting of the sun,’’ yet did his interest and zeal 
in the well being of this Diocese never abate nor decline; but rather 
seemed to deepen as he realized that his days were growing fewer and his 
strength was ebbing fast away. And he worked more earnestly, for that 
he was so fully realizing, not only that ‘‘the night cometh wherein no man 
can work,’’ but that the lengthening shadows of the eventide were already 
falling round him. 


IV. That we commend his bereaved ones tothe Father of Mercies and 
God of all comfort, the blessed Father of us all.

To the President and Council of the Diocese of West Virginia : 


The Rector, Wardens and Vestrymen of Grace, St. Bartholomews and 
the Holy Spirit Churches, Jefferson county, pray that they may be set off 
from St. Andrew’s Parish, in which they are congregations, and consti- 
tuted a separate and distinct Parish, to be called Nelson Parish, with 
boundary lines as follows: Beginning at the county line of Berkeley county, 
where it is intersected by the Warm Spring Road, down said road to 
Engle’s ; thence to Brown’s shop, and thence to Wageley’s shop ;_ thence 
along an imaginary line to the corner of Kabletown Magisterial District, 
on the farm of James Law Hooff; thence following the line of said Kable- 
town District to the Shenandoah Valley railroad and down that railroad to 
the Clarke county, Virginia line, or, in other words, that portion of Jef- 
ferson county and St. Andrews Parish lying in Middleway Magisterial 
District and in Kabletown Magisterial District, west of the S. V. R. R., 
the territory in which the congregations worshipping in said Churches 
reside. | 

The principal considerations moving your petitioners are: 

First—The insufficiency of their legal title to represent their present 
constituents. Grace and St. Bartholomew’s Churches, although in St. 
Andrew’s Parish, were for years connected with Norborne Parish under 
one vestry and were called Norborne Parish. In 1877, the Council of the 
Diocese of West Virginia set them off and made them a distinct Parish, 
under the title of ‘‘Grace and St. Bartholomew’s Churches, St. Andrew’s 
Parish.’’ Within the last two years a new congregation has been formed 
at Summit Point, connected with these two Churches, and forming with 
them one charge. It is very desirable that our legal title should therefore 
be changed, and that instead of having to use thename of all our Churches 
in making reports, and such like things, such and such a parish might be 
written. . 

Second—We desire to be in conformity with the remainder of the Dio- 
cese in this matter. The whole of Jefferson county, as it was ecclesias- 
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tically organized, was called St. Andrew’s Parish, and the Churches as they 
have multiplied have been simply congregatiors in the parish, but not at 
all subject to any such entity as St. Andrew’s Parish ; in fact it is doubt- 
ful whether there is any such thing as St. Andrew’s Parish. We find our- 
selves in a Church whose unit is the Parish—a territorial boundary subject 
to Rector, Wardens and Vestrymen—congregations with no territorial 
authority. The Canons of our Diocese provide that new Parishes shall 
have their lines described, and we would pray to have our boundaries 
established. 


Third—The third reason moving us 1s the unification of our congrega- 
tions, and if, as they are in reality, they can be called a parish, and real- 
ize their responsibility as such, much will be accomplished towards break- 
ing up the spirit of congregationalism largely prevailing, and a more earn- 
est co-operation be had in building up our Zion in this county.

The Rev. John S. Gibson reported as follows on the Episcopal 
and Permanent Fund: 


To the Council of the Diocese of West Virginia : 

The Committee on the Episcopal and Permanent Fund respectfully report 
that they are much gratified to state that the Trustee’s report shows that, 
beginning the year with a balance of $132.45, and after having paid the 
salary of the Bishop in full to June rst, inst., there was on June ist an un- 
expended balance of $165.22, showing that the Parishes and Missions of 
the Diocese have paid a little over $2,500 during the year. Butif all had 
been paid that should have been there would bea larger balance in hand 
to be passed either to the Permanent Fund or otherwise used for the gen- 
eral purpose for which it was assessed. 

In the thirteen places bound for a pledged amount there are about 1,500 
communicants paying $2,100, and in the remainder of the Diocese there 
are about 1,200 communicants assessed at $1.00 each, and if the whole 
amount was paid, or even a large part of it, there would bea balance of 
$600 instead of $130. 

As to the Permanent Fund, the smallness of the offerings show a spirit 
of literal legality, but no earnest purpose to fulfill the will of the Diocese 
to establish year by year a fund which shall, in course of time, be used to 
lighten the assessments upon the parishes. Your committee are not dis- 
couraged about either of these funds, but find great cause of thanksgiving 
that, feeble though it be, the Diocese has always been able to meet its 
obligations, and feel assured that as it has been in the past, so it will be in 
the future, if there be earnest endeavor on all sides to do duty.

WHEREAS, It is our honest conviction, that the Church in this country, 
as in this Diocese, can il afford to lose his valuable service and influence, 
therefore 


Resolved, That our beloved Bishop is most earnestly requested, by this 
Council to take three months complete rest from his arduous official labors 
during the present summer ; and as it would be especially pleasant for the 
Council to have our Bishop attend such a gathering of our ‘‘ Fathers in 
God,”’ it is greatly hoped and desired, that he should spend at least some 
portion of his time in England at the proposed Lambeth Conference. 
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Furthermore, as a slight token ofits loving regard, and as an additional ex- 
pression of its earnest wish, that thé Bishop should take the rest, the Coun- 
cil now places at his disposal the sum of $500, and orders that this amount, 
the free and affectionate offerings, in whole or in part of the various Par- 
ishes of the Diocese, be placed in his hands on or before the first of July. 


Mr. B. C. Washington offered the following as to the Brother- 
hood, which action of the Lay delegates was approved by the Coun- 
cil, and ordered to be printed in the Journal and Church News: 


The undersigned Lay delegates attendant upon the 11th annual 
Council, appreciating the delicacy the Clergy must feel about urg- 
ing and advocating the object of the Brotherhood, which is to raise 
a fund for the support of families of deceased clergymen in the Dio- 
cese, and recognizing the work of raising sucha fund to be one 
that addresses itself practically to the Laity, we desire as much 
as possible to relieve the Clergy from the embarrassment they are 
under in trying to promote the Brotherhood. 

For this purpose, in our distinctive character as the Lay order of 
this Council, we desire to express our commendation of the object 
of the Brotherhood, and do hereby urge our brethren of the Laity 
in all the Churches to consider the claims of the Brotherhood, to 
swell its numbers and thus provide for the families of our Clergy 
when they shall have fallen forever in this field of their arduous and 
devoted labor.

Your committee also recommend that the Parishes already established 
make known to this Council their respective metes and bounds, and if they 
cannot determine what they are, that immediate steps be taken to have 
them established by the Council. And also, that hereafter the original 
papers in such cases be filed with the Registrar of the Diocese.

The Secretary was requested to make and publish a tabulated 
statement of the accurate statistics of the Diocese. 
The Finance Committee reported as follows. The resolutions 


appended thereto were adopted: 


To the Council of the Diocese of West Virginia : 


The Committee on Finance beg leave to report, that the Treas- 
urer of the Diocese has placed in our hands his accounts with the 
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various funds under his control, with his vouchers, and the same 
having been carefully examined by us, are found strictly correct in 
all particulars. 

For the great fidelity and pains of our Treasurer in the safe man- 
agement and investment of the funds of the Diocese, the committee 
renews the expression of its sincere and most hearty thanks. 

The Treasurer’s report, with his accounts, is herewith returned, 
and recommended to be printed in the Journal as usual. 

The amout reported for the Religious and Theological Education 
Fund is $119.75, while the amount last year was $240.75, showing 
an apparent falling off of $120.75. 

As your committee have understood that it has been the practice 
of the Rectors of some Churches to forward the contributions of 
their Churches to this fund direct to the Treasurer of the Religious 
and Theological Educational Society of Virginia instead of paying 
the same to the Treasurer of this Diocese, thus rendering it impos- 
sible for this Council, from data within its reach, to ascertain the 
correct amount contributed to this fund, beg leave here to recom- 
mend that the Rectors of Churches be requested to hereafter for- 
ward their collections for his fund to the Treasurer of this Diocese. 

It appears from the Parochial reports of last year, that several 
Churches in the Diocese have increased largely in the number of 
their communicants and apparently in their ability to contribute 
more liberally to the Episcopal Fund Your committee therefore 
beg leave to earnestly recommend, that all Churches that are now 
able to contribute more would do so, and would also recommend 
that the Ministers and Vestries appoint collectors whose special duty 
shall be to collect this Fund. And also that the collections for this 
Fund be hereafter taken up quarterly. 

The Committee recommends the passage of the following res- 
lutions: 

First—That all Parishes and Mission which have not made pledges to 


the salary of the Bishop, be assessed annually for the same, on a basis of 
one dollar per communicant. 


Second—That the same appropriations be made this year as have annually 
been made, and that twenty-five cents per Capita of the communicants be 
assessed on the Parishes for the use of the Contingent Fund. 
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The report of the Treasurer of the Sunday School Fund has 
been examined, and recommended to be printed in the Journal. 
Resolved, That in lieu of the sum now paid by the Treasurer of the’ 


Diocese to the Secretary of the Council for traveling expenses, that the 
sum of $25.00 be annually paid the Secretary.

The appended resolution was adopted. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE STATE OF THE CHURCH. 


The Committee respectfully report, that from an examination of the other 
reports, particularly the Parochial and Diocesan, and from general knowl- 
edge, the encouraging outlook through the past is no less so for the future. 
In the Sunday Schools—the nursery of the Church—more children than 
ever are being cared for by moreteachers. ‘That the church work has gone 
on with steady activity, the contributions in the various departments make 
plain. 

The indebtedness on church property is less by over $4,000 than last 
year, while the amount expended on repairs and improvements exceeds that 
previously reported by over $8,500. Every one of the Diocesan objects 
(except benefactions) shows very much larger contributions to its account, 
while the general total of all contributions is nearly $7,000 above that of 
last year. 

We would not forget that outward material prosperity is not the first 
and most desirable thing. But it has its place; it accompanies and 
can minister to spiritual interests in the Parish; it is an evidence of 
the other, that where people’s hearts are touched, their hands find their 
way to their pockets. So we find a place for these things here. 

In reviewing the field, one self-supporting work appears at Huntington, 
having lately reached that position. Another is likely soon to be so. 
The colored work in St. Philip’s, Charlestown, marks an important begin- 
ning in a definite way in reaching those people. 3 

A glance over the ten years of Diocesan life is most natural at this time 
and proves most encouraging. In the fieldat large the ranks of the min- 
istry have been added to, and the number of communicants has more 
than doubled. The same may be said of the property of the Church. The 
increased Diocesan offerings show a growing sense of obligation with re- 
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gard to them and of the needs of Diocesan work, while the attitude of 
cordial interest and sympathy often apparent on the part of our fellow 
Christians of various names is all that the Bishop expresses it in his report. 

All these things can lead us to meet any local or temporary causesof dis- 
couragement so much the better, and to thank God and take courage for 
His blessing upon us, while we seek it further for the future in all our 
efforts to promote the interests of His Kingdom in this, our part of it, to 
His honor and glory. 

Under God, we gladly recognize the faithful services of our Diocesan, 
who has shown himself to be here not to be ministered unto, but to min- 
ister. We are well aware he has tried to fulfill the duties of the office, 
and his ready responses to extra calls by us, and constant interest and 
sympathy with us in our work, has rendered the natural ties between the 
Clergy and their Bishop of the closest possible character. 

Your committee desires to make but the one recommendation, that the 
Lay represenation in the Council be increased. The advantages do not 
need to be shown, and as steps have already been taken to that end, we do 
not deem it necessary to say anything further with regard to it.

In Memoriam. 


REV. ROBERT ADDISON GOBBS, AGED 63 YEARS AND 2 MONTHS. 


Born April 29, 1824, in Bedford County, Virginia, the son of : 


Bishop Cobbs, of Alabama. He was an alumnus of the Theolog- 


— ical Seminary of Virginia, and ordained Deacon by Bishop Meade 


in 1847. 

His first charge was St. David’s Church, Dallas County, Alabama. 
In 1854, he took charge of St. John’s Church, Tuscumbia. 

From 1857 to 1865, was Rector of Holy Cross, Uniontown. 

From 1865 to 1867, he was in charge of Bishop Wilmer’s Church 
School, Spring Hill, near Mobile. 

From 1867 to 1871, was Missionary in Tennessee. 

From 1871 to 1875, was Rector of St. Paul’s Church, Loundes- 
boro, Alabama. 

From October 25, 1875, to June 28, 1887, he was Rector of St. 
John’s Church, Charleston, W. Va. 

He was an active spirit in the organization of the new Diocese, 
Secretary of the Diocese from 1880 to 1887, and Deputy to the 
General Conventions of 1880, 1883 and 1886. 

He entered into his rest on the 28th day of June, 1887, full of 
the honors which crown a long useful life of faithful ministerial ser- 

vice. “Wherever known he enjoyed the name of a godly man.”

The Twelfth Annual Council of the Diocese of West Virginia, 
assembled this day in this place according to appointment. 

The Litany was said by Rev. Charles M. Campbell, Morning 
Prayer having been said at the early Service. The Bishop read the 
Ante-Communion, the Rev. R. H. Mason reading the Epistle. 

The Bishop announced that the offering would be devoted to the 
sufferers from the flood in the Potomac.

At this time the Bishop read his annual address as follows: 


ANNUAL ADDRESS. 


I extend my cordial greeting to the members of our Twelfth 
Annual Council, now meeting in Trinity Church Shepherstown. 
In June 1881, just eight years ago, our Fourth Annual Council met 
here, just as the present Rector was taking charge of the work. 

We cannot but look back andnote some of the cranes: that have 
taken place in these eight years. 

Of the twenty-one clergymen who were then laboring in the Dio- 
cese, four, or nearly one-fifth have been called to their rest © When 
I mention the names of Cobbs, Lea, Tompkins and Loftus, your 
memories are busy with the associations of the past years. Good 
and true men they were, and we bless God this day for their exam- 
ple, and pray that we may follow them as they followed Christ. 
Of the remaining seventeen clergy who belonged to the Diocese 
then, nine, viz., Rev. Dr. Meade and Rev. MeSsrs. R. A. Gibson, 
Buckhanan, Powers, Blake, Dame, Lee, Spalding and Cowpland, 
have sought other fields of labor; so that to day, besides the Bishop 
there are only seven clergymen now belonging to the Diocese who 
had seats in the Council at Shepherdstown, which met just eight 
years ago. I will give their names: the Rev. Messrs. Gibbons, 
Leavell, R. H. Mason, L. R. Mason, Woods, Roller and the Rev. 
Dr Swope. 

We have in the meantime added twenty seven to our clergy list, 
of which number Eight have been by ordination and the remainder 
by transfer. Of these twenty seven, one, the Rev. Mr. Wirgman 
renounced the ministry of our Church for other work, and twelve 
have been transferred to other Dioceses, viz., Rev. Messrs. Ware, 
Keeble, Hammond, Griffith, Noland, Fitzpatrick, Gantt, MacQueary 
Birckhead, Grubb, Burwell, and the lamented Leavell. The remain- 
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ing fourteen are still with us to-day. It may be interesting to note 
that of the forty one clergymen who have at various times been 
added to our clergy list in the last eleven years, that eight have 
come through ordination to the Diaconate, and that five others hav- 
ing come to us as Deacons, have been advanced to the Priesthood. 
Our number to-day stands at twenty one, and we have a reasonable 
prospect of adding three more names to our list inthe course of three 
or four weeks. 

I have entered thus somewhat fully into these details about the 
clergy, for they are the working force of our Church, and the pros- 
perity of our Parishes and Missions is dependent upon their perma- 
nence and proper support. I have not been able to go into any exami- 
nation of the records of other Dioceses to see how we compare with 
them in this matter, and after al] it is not a matter of much conse- 
quence that we should know. 

What we want is to get our people everywhere throughout the 
Diocese, to recognize more clearly how they stand related to this 
question, and to do all that they can in connection with the work 
in their own congregations, and with the larger but not less binding 
work of Diocesan Missions, to uphold and strengthen the ministry 
of the Church, which in spite-of its imperfections and short comings, 
must still lead and guide the work. 

We have abundant illustration of the fact. that the workmen are 
constantly changing, abundant illustration, for there are only five 
clergymen who belong to the Diocese now, who took part in its 
organization eleven years ago. Yes! the workmen change but the 
work goes on. Be it ours dear brethren of the clergy, as we go in 
and out among this people, over whom the Lord hath set us in 
spiritual things, so bear ourselves in all that we say and do, that 
they may give heed to our words of counsel and of warning, and 
may always esteem us very highly in love for our work’s sake, 

During this same period of which I have been speaking, we have 
had to mourn the loss of many faithful laymen, who did their part 
nobly and left behind them the fragrance of honored names in the 
Church of Christ. | 

And in speaking of these I am sure that I voice but the common 
feeling of the Council, when I say that we specially mourn the ab- 
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sence from our midst to-day, of the late Mr. Nathan S White, of 
Charleston. He was so identified with his parish and with the Dio- 
cese, that we can hardly think of either and not have him in mind. 
Witnessing a good confession before the world, his life was an epis- 
tle known and read of all men, and by it he being dead yet speaks 
to us. The Diocese has lost a trusty councillor to whom it was 
always wont to turn. One, who, whether in the Standing Commit- 
tee, or the Annual Council, or the General Convention, always justi- 
fied our confidence and won our esteem. His faith in the Kingdom 
of Christ was steadfast and his interest was unflagging. Taking 
hold of every good work as he had opportunity, he did with his 
might what his hands found to do. It was he to whom the Bishop of 
Virginia specially referred me, when eleven years ago I was seeking 
' for information and counsel in regard to the work to which I had 
been call d. There has been no time since that, that I have not 
felt the value of his counsel and the charm of his friendship. Surely 
in thinking of such an one we may bless God for his good example, 
and though not for ourselves, yet for him rejoice that he now rests 
from his labors. 


We ought to feel that weare but entering upon the work that 
was so dear to all these good people who have gone before us, and 
resolve, by God’s help, to devote ourselves with renewed ardor to 
its hopeful prosecution. We do not live in the past, but it is help- 
ful sometimes to refer to it, to recall more distinctly our spiritual 
descent and the lines along which we are working and realizing that 
we are compassed about with so great a cloud of witnesses, we 
ought to run with greater patience the race set before us. 

I turn now more directly to the subject matter of my address, 
believing that you can, from the details which I present, best gather 
a clear idea as to the condition and the working of the Diocese.

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Divine service, hearty responses, and plain congregational sing- 
ing, these Brethren set us a good example. What a different 
thing our Service is when the people generally take part in 
it. How helpful, how inspiring, how edifying. When will we 
learn to avail ourselves of our great advantages, and in our constant 
practice, show the people among whom we live, what we can so 
easily show them, if we would, the beauty and the power of the 
Services of our Prayer Book? The order of the services was every- 
where like our own here in West Virginia, no craving for novelties, 
no straining after effect, but manifestly the cordial acceptance and 
use of that which the Church has by authority prescribed.

- CHANGES IN THE DIOCESE. 


The Rev. Geo. A. Gibbons has found it expedient in the general 
interest of the work in his widely extended field, to transfer his res- 
idence from Moorefield to Romney. . 

The Rev. Jno. F. Woods, retaining the Rectorship of St. John’s, 
Pleasants County, has become the Rector of Christ Church, Wells- 
burg, and also assists the Rector of St. Matthew’s, Wheeling. Act- 
ing in union with him, he has charge of a Mission at Elm Grove, 
where he holds Service twice amonth. On account of these new 
duties Mr. Woods has found it necessary to give up the charge of 
Wirt County Mission at Newark and Elizabeth. 

The Rev. Jacob Brittingham has resigned the charge of Christ 
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Church, Clarksburg, and accepted that of St. Luke’s, Wheeling. 

The Rev. Jno. S. Gibson has resigned the charge of Christ 
Church, Bunker Hill, and retains the charge of Nelson Parish 
exclusively. 

The Rev. Jno. Ambler has been relieved of the charge of Ravens- 
wood Parish, and while retaining that of Fairmont and Morgantown, 
gives two Sundays each month to Grafton, 

The Rev. Jefferson R. Taylor, Ordained Deacon in August, 1888, 
has taken charge of the Kanawha Valley Mission from Ansted to 
Coalburg, with headquarters at Kanawha Falls. 

The Rev. Henry Thomas, transferred from Maryland, has taken 
charge of Trinity Church, Martinsburg, and also of Christ Church, 
Bunker Hill. 

The Rev, Arthur P. Gray, transferred from Virginia, has taken 
charge of Greenbrier Parish, with the exception of the Church of the 
Messiah, Alderson. 


THE PROPOSED CHANGE OF NAME. 


I have received from the Bishop of Virginia, a copy of a_ report 
of a Committee of the Virginia Council, on the proposal to change 
the name of this Church, and I herewith lay it before this body. In 
my address before the Council in Weston, in 1887, I expressed 
myself at length on the subject, and I have seen no reason to change 
my mind. I feel sure that this Council will be as ready now as it 
was then, to unite with Virginia in most earnestly opposing all 
efforts to expunge the words “ Protestant Episcopal,” either from the 
name of our Church or from the Title Page of our Prayer Book. 


THE PROPOSED HYMNAL.. 


Your attention has been formally called to the proposed revision 
of the Prayer Book. You appointed a Committee on this subject 
at the last Council, which will, no doubt, in due time report to you, 
that with the help of their deliberations, you may the more readily 
come to definite conclusions in regard to the whole matter. As this 
question has been before you for so long a time, and will, in the 
way indicated, so soon again engage your attention, I shall not now 
consume your time by any remarks upon it. 
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But I desire to avail myself of this opportunity to speak of another 
matter which is of scarcely less importance, and which has not been, 
in the same formal way, brought to your notice. 

At the General Convention of 1886, a joint Committee was ap- 
pointed on the Hymnal, for its revision and enrichment. The result 
of their labors is now before us in the shape of a preliminary report, 
and demands more than passing notice at our hands. I should be 
disposed to discuss this whole question of the Hymnal, at length, 
did I fora moment believe that that which this report proposes 
had the slightest prospect of favorable consideration. As a 
whole the report strikes me as one of the most extraordinary 
that has ever come from any one of our joint Committees. The 
additions it proposes are in many cases of doubtful, if of any merit, 
and in some cases positively objectionable on the ground of senti- 
ment and expression. And the omissions it advocates, while in many 
cases desirable and justified by the general custom of the Church, 
are in agreat many notable instances of such character as to con- 
demn the whole work, were its new treasures ten-fold greater than they 
are. The only way in which I can account for much of the Com- 
mitte’s work is, that a rampant spirit of change has taken posses- 
sion of them. The present Hymnal “ may not be perfect, but it is 
good, and better endure the ills we have than fly to others we know 
not of.’ There seems to be a distinct tendency in this whole report 
to discount the old standard Evangelical Hymns that by such long 
use are “endeared to so many thousands within and without our 
Communion.” They are pushed aside to give place to others, that 
seem to many to have no merit in comparison. 

What would we think of a Hymnal that would appear without 
such hymns as: 

My God permit me not to be, 57. 

When marshalled on the nightly plain, 46 

Forty days and forty nights, 49 

Go to dark Gethsemane, 86. 

Come Holy Spirit Heavenly Dove, 128. 

Jesus and shall it ever be, 218. 

I think when I read that sweet story of old, 226. 

Magnify Jehovah’s Name, 408. 
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There is a fountain filled with blood, 383. 

The voice of free grace, 384. 

O could I speak the matchless worth, 374. 

As when the weary traveler gains, 450. 

Awake my soul to joyful lays, 429. 

O foracloser walk with God, 435. 

How firm a foundation, 308. 

Come ye that love the Lord, 462. 

There is a fold whence none can stray, 468. 

Up to the hills I lift mine eyes, 321.

And others might be mentioned which are perhaps not inferior. 

And besides all this, there are some very objectionable additions, 
not only in the way of weak sentimentalism, where, in one place we 
are told of ‘‘the blue afar,” whatever that may mean, but also in 
other places where this Church of ours is made to teach that the 
table of our Lord is an altar—the Committee proposing a hymn 
which attempts to give this an authoritative interpretation of He- 
brew 13: 10. “ We have analtar,” &c. An interpretation, be it said, 
which is not sustained by the commentators, ancient or modern, 
Roman or Protestant. In other hymns also which are put under 
the heading, Holy Communion, expressions are used which would 


seem to give some countenance to what is technically known as the 
Doctrine of the Real Presence. I say nothing of any purpose in 
such additions, but I do say without fear of successful contradiction 
that by the use of nomenclature and expressions which are unknown 
to our Communion Office as it stands, and which our Church care- 
fully avoided when she put forth her Liturgy and Articles, that in 
the direction indicated above, this proposed Hymnal goes far beyond 
any that we have ever been accustomed to use. 

I am aware that the difficulties attending the consideration of a 
Hymnal, in a large body like the General Convention, are so great 
as to be almost if not practically insufferable. But, for all that, we 
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cannot deliver ourselves up, bound hand and foot to a Committee, 
however constituted. After having carefully noted every omission 
suggested. and read every line and every word of every new hymn that 
has been proposed, I am free to say, that in my judgement we had 
far better give up the whole idea of making any change, or having 
any enrichment whatever in our Hymnal, than adopt the report 
now submitted. 

I trust that this Diocese will speak with no uncertain sound in 
regard to this matter, for I feel that to go forth to our work tied 
down to what is proposed, and debarred from using so many of the 
old standard Evangelical Hymns, that are so dear to us, and which 
we have in common with Christians of almost every name, would be 
to put upon ourselves a burden somewhat greater than we are able 
to bear. 


THE SHELTERING ARMS. 


I regret that I cannot make a more satisfactory report in regard 
to this important and interesting work. In our anxiety to turn to 
good account that which had been done, we tried during the last 
fall, without having any assured support, to open our doors, and we 
found that it was not practicable. ‘Since that time measures have 
been adopted—with good promise of success—for raising $1,800 or 
$2,000 per annum, which we estimate will be necessary for running | 
expenses. The Clergy of the Diocese have fallen in very cordially 
with these plans, and, we believe, that with a little more patience 
and energy we shall soon see our wishes realized. 

The total amount of money raised to date has been $6,755.05. 
What, with the buildings erected, and those already on the place re- 
paired, the renewing of fences, and the putting the land in order, we 
consider the property worth fully $6,000 to-day. We trust the time 
will come when for the work of blessing it does among a large and 
needy population it will be counted ten times as valuable. 


DIOCESAN FINANCES. 


The financial condition of the Diocese will be fairly presented to 
the Council in the reports of the Treasurer, who continues to de-

serve our cordial thanks for the ability and faithfulness with which 
he discharges his troublesome duties. 

It is the custom in many Dioceses to have regular days fixed 
for all Canonical Offerings. There are certainly advantages about 
such an arrangement, as it seems to insure some system where often 
there is none, and yet I know that in a Diocese like ours, there are some 
practical difficulties in the way of its adoption. Many of our Churches 
are open only once, or at the most, twice during the month, and so 
it would appear to be impossible to select any Sunday, or Sundays, 
when all our congregations could unite in any plan. And so there 
would be failure in the system just where it was most important to 
have it enforced. In the mean time, whatever we do, we must trust 
more and more to the growing interest of our people, and above all 
to the faithfulness of the Clergy in keeping their charges up to their 
Canonical Obligations. The envelopes, with a brief explanatory 
circular enclosed, have already served a good purpose, and may be 
made still more helpful. Custom seems to have set apart Christ- 
mas Day for our offering for the Widows’ and Orphans’ and_ Disa- 
bled Clergy Fund. In regard to other objects I suggest that it 
would be the part of wisdom to distribute the offerings judiciously, 
through the year, and not suffer them all to accumulate during the 
closing months, when preparations are being made for the Coun- 
cil, and when there is in consequence often more or less hurry and 
confusion. These are certainly very obvious and common place 
observations, but yet called for by the general conduct of our Paro- 
chial Administration, as shown in the Annual Reports. 

I know that the circumstance of our congregations are so differ- 
ent that hardly any one rule will avail for all, and I know too that 
the condition of many is such that they seem compelled in a_ great 
many ways to live froin hand to mouth, and to maintain themselves 
as best they can. Still I believe it will be found in all cases a 
most important means of discipline and training, if our Clergy every- 
where will systematically and persistently try to put the responsi- 
bility of all business affairs upon the Vestries or committees, on 
whom the duty properly falls. While I suppose that it is hardly 
possible to avoid in some cases the use of the offertory to meet cur- 
rent expenses, yet it does not seem to be an ideal arrangement; and 
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I do object to using it as a make-shift for every emergency. I think 
that the officers of the congregation ought to be able to provide for 
the ordinary expenses of the Church in the use of the usual busi- 
ness methods, and leave the offertory free for meeting the regular 
Canonical requirements, and for special offerings for the relief of 
the destitute and the spread of the Gospel. Then might we hope 
that when we worship in the sanctuary, our alms as well as our 
prayers, may go up as a memorial before God. 

As I meet youthus my Dear Brethren, year after year in our An- 
“nual Councils, and as we go over together the record of our com- 
mon work, and note its progress and prospects, I am well aware 
that there are peculiar difficulties and discouragements, and partic- 
ularly in connection with the more feeble Churches and the out- 
lying Missions which sometimes press heavily upon the heart of the 
worker. In addition to the natural inertia of our human nature to- 
ward spiritual things, and the common indifference and opposition of 
the heart tothe doctrines of grace and to the life of religion, in ad- 
dition to these which must be expected by everyone who would any- 
where, do anything in this world for Christ and his Church, in ad- 
dition to these are special difficulties and discouragements to be ex- 
pected in a work like ours. In many places there is not only no 
strong traditional feeling in favor of our Church, but there seems 
none in favor of religion and no high tone to elevate and anchor 
society. People do what is right in their own eyes, and have little 
regard for any authority that would guide and control them. Pub- 
lic opinion works subtlely, but vet really against the claims of re- 
ligionand of the Church; and even when individuals so far emancipate 
themselves from its control as to come and take their stand on the 
Lord’s side, it 1s often very hard to beget in them any sense of per- 
sonal responsibility for the work of Christ in the world. 

There is a very low sense of the obligation of the Lord’s Day, 
and of public worship, and even many Christian households have 
no family altar around which to gather the children and consecrate 
them day by day to the holy service of God. The Church 
organizations are often weak, and for lack of spirit and interest with 
difficulty drag their slow length along. The cond'tion and pros- 
pects of the Church of Christ in the world, are matters that do not 
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seem to be upon the hearts and consciences of the people, and as a 
consequence, not only are general obligations neglected, but two 
often the ministrations of the Clergy are received as a matter of 
course, and apparently with no thought that they deserve, and that 
they need compensation for their time and labor, and this in forget- 
fulness of the Gospel precept, that even so hath the Lord ordained 
that they who preach the Gospel should live of the Gospel. These 
things taken in connection with the isolation of the Clergy, their 
wide fields of labor, involving in many cases wearisome journeyings, 
and long absences from home, give a peculiar aspect to our work in 
this new and truly Missionary Diocese. 

The thought of all these things that seem to be against us 
should cause us the more carefully to study the true sources of our 
strength in the work which God has given us to do. It is His 
work we are doing inthis sinful world, and doing it not in any 
way of man’s:devising, but along the lines marked out for us in the 
Church which Christ founded and which he still guides and will 
cuide by His Spirit until time shall be no more. If we feel the 
weight of our responsibility, we ought also to feel the sustaining in- 
spiration of a Divine Commission, and be strong in the: realization 
of a Divine Promise. Whether these people among whom we 
dwell, will hear or forbear, we are to preach to them Jesus Christ 
and him crucified, still steadfastly believing that in spite of all oppo- 
sition and hindrance, come from what quarter they may, that this 
Gospel is the power and the wisdom of God. Let us take a larger 
view of the broadening conflict, learn to look beyond the narrow 
bounds of our own small fields, watch and rejoice in the tokens of 
Gospel triumph in every land and among Christians of every name, 
and so we, standing it, may be on some lonely picket post, or hold- 
ing with difficulty some part of the line where the tide seems to set 
all against us, will yet maintain a good heart, for we know that in 
doing our part where He hath placed us, we are as truly serving the 
Lord Christ as if in the most conspicuous sphere, and we have an 
abiding faith that the kingdoms of this world shall yet become the 
kingdoms of our Lord and His Christ. 
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The Rev. Dr. Swope moved that so much of the Bishop’s address 
as relates to change of name of Church, be referred to a Special 
Committee of three. Carried. 


The Bishop laid before the Council a communication concerning 
the change of name from the Bishop of Virginia. 


On motion of the Rev. John S. Gibson, this communication was 
referred to the Special Committee on change of name; whereupon 
the Bishop announced the committee as follows:

The Rev. S. Scollay Moore made the following report of the Di- 
ocesan Missionary Committee, and on motion of the Rev. Dallas 
Tucker, the consideration of this report was made the order of the 
day for 3:30 o'clock P. M. 


Report of the Diocesan Missionary Committee to the Council, 1889. 

Your Committee beg leave to submit its Annual Report of the condition 
of the work under its supervision. 

In the Mission field one Church, that at Grafton, has been consecrated 
during the year. Your Cemmittee is informed that this building is well 
situated and well adapted to its purpose, and that the field is one of much 
promise. Since the cessation of Rev. Mr. Brittingham’s connection with 
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this Mission during the present Counciliar year, Rev. Mr. Ambler has offi- 
ciated here twice in each month. 

The Church at Okonoko is ready for consecration and it is expected that 
it will be consecrated during tne present month. 

In Mercer County also your Committee is able to report that the out- 
look is encouraging. At three points inthis County, viz., Bluefield, Bram- 
well and Princeton, the services of our Church are conducted by the Rev. 
Mr. Gauss, of the Diocese of Virginia. We own a lot and some money 
has been raised towards the erection of a Church building at each of these 
points, and it is expected that one will be erected during the present year 
at Bluefield. 

Your Committee is pleased also to report that Clarksburg has been for 
the past year independent of Missionary aid. The Vestry of that parish 
requested a promise of $100.00 if it was needed. The promise was given 
but the money was not called for, as the current expenses of the congrega- 
tion were met by the efforts of the people themselves. It is understood 
that similar conditional assistance is desired by this parish, so soon as it 
succeeds in procuring a new Rector. These are encouraging features in 
the condition of our Mission field. But there is upon the other hand 
something to discourage us in the fact that so many posts within its bounds 
are vacant, some of which appear very important to be filled. 

There have been no accessions to the laboring strength of the Diocese in 
this field during the year, and, more than this, quite anumber of points which 
one year ago through the aid of this society enjoyed occasional services, 
are now deprived of these ministrations, owing to the fact that the men 
who supplied them, have undertaken, or been assigned to other work, 
whose demands seem more pressing. ‘There are about nine such points, 
heretofore occupied, but now without any regular services. 

Your Committee is most anxious to see these vacancies filled. Active 
and unremitting efforts to this end have been put forth, but as yet without 
success. The wide field, scattered membership, and small remuneration 
in the way of visible results from labor or pecuniary compensation for it, 
attaching to work at these points, constitute a difficulty in the way of pro- 
viding men for this service. Your Committee would gladly help the solu- 
tion of the problem, by which we are met, by increased appropriations, if 
the funds placed at its disposal by the Church justified such action. We 
woula do this all the more gladly, because we know that the scale of appro- 
priations adopted by us, affords to our Missionaries a pittance bearly sufh- 
cient for their support. But we are compelled to measure our appropria- 
tion not so much by the needs of our men as by the length of our purse, 
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which barely suffices to maintain the present rate. Give us more money 
and we will add both to the comfort and to the efficiency of our present 
laborers and stand a better chance to fill the posts now unoccupied. 


Appropriations have been made during the year in aid of fourteen Mis- 
sionaries, whose labors have extended probably to not less than fifty 
points in the Diocese and possibly to even more than this number. Two 
of these Missionaries are no longer stipendiaries of the Society, one of them 
having removed from tne Diocese and another having assumed charge of 
a self-supportining Parish. 


The financial condition of the Society is encouraging. At one time, in- 
deed, during the year the outlook was gloomy. On April 1st, there was 
not a sufficient sum in the Treasury to pay the stipends then due. This 
condition was to be traced largely to the fact that, owing to the absence 
of the Bishop from the Diocese for a rest rendered necessary by his inces- 
sant and arduous labors, the accustomed receipts from collections taken by 
him on the occasions of his visitations did not come into the Treasury. In 
view of the emergency your Committee issued an appeal for extraordinary 
efforts on the part of the congregations of the Diocese. We now have the 
satisfaction to report that this appeal met with quite a liberal response. 
Since its issue about $1.000 have been received. 

The total receipts during the year were $1,835.16 and the total expendi- 
tures were $1,723.39, of which $1,020.00 were expended for stipends of 
Missionaries. We began the year with a balance of $758.77 in the Treas- 
ury and now have on hand the sum of $870.54. The various items of ex- 
penditure are presented in detail in the report of the Treasurer, It will 
there be seen that the amount of $703.39 disbursed in excess of the sti- 
pends of the Missionaries consists principally of items for traveling expen- 
ses of Missonaries, for printing circulars, and in aid of The Church News, 
and for the publication of the Manual. |The latter was compiled by the 
Bishop and issued under the authority of your Committe. It contains 
much useful information about the Church. The expense of its publica- 
tion was considerable and only part of this has been met by its sale. We 
are persuaded that greater interest and more persistent effort than have 
been displayed by the Clergy of the Diocese with, perhaps, some excep- 
tions, would result in its larger sale and that its wide distribution in the 
Diocese would produce a more intimate acquaintance with the Church than 
now exists. Whether the Clergy will take the trouble to sell it or not, ex- 
perience compels us in most cases to think doubtful, but we ask at all 
events that it be not shelved. Our purpose was not to make money by it, 


=, 
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but to make the people more familiar with our Church and its methods. 
To quote a phrase which has become somewhat historical, we do not 
desire for the Manual a condition of ‘‘zznocuous desuetude.’’ If it be 


thought harmful, we ask that the harm wrought by it may be as wide 
spread as possible. 


Besides the sums received from Diocesan sources, the Domestic Com- 
mittee appropriates to this Diocese $500.00 per annum, and the American 
Church Missionary Society has made an appropriation at the rate of 
$1,500.00 a year. Of the latter sum $1000.00 was a special appropria- 
tion. The year for which it was appropriated will expire on Dec. gist. 
While every effort will be made to have it renewed, we cannot positively 


rely upon retaining it. ‘These sums, as far as received, have also been 
expended in our Diocesan Missionary Work. 


The balance stated above to be in the Treasury, may appear to be large. 
It is, however, to be born in mind that the stipends of our Missionaries for 
another quarter will be due on the first day of July, and that our receipts 
for the summer months are always inconsiderable. For these reasons it 
is necessary for us to have a balance on hand at this season. The sum 
now in hand is not greatly in excess of that usually reported and, indeed, 
falls below the balance of at least one former year. Still it would not have 
been as great as it is, had your Committee been able to fill every point 
that is organized and under its charge. 

At the risk of becoming tedious, your Committee cannot forbear again 
to call attention to the importance of not only maintaining this fund at its 
present mark, but of increasing the contributions of the Diocese to it, Our 
ability to maintain our work at points where it has already been commen- 
ced, seems to depend upon such increase. Weshould desire and labor to 
do much more than this. We have, indeed, much cause for rejoicing 
in the steady increase of this fund in the past ; yet that increase has, per- 
haps, scarcely been as great as might have been expected. ‘There have 
been in the past, reasons no doubt, sufficient to account for this slow 
growth. ‘The energies of our parishes have been largely devoted to the 
work of self equipment. During the eleven years of our Diocesan exis- 
tence, it is probable that not less than $180,000 have been raised and ex- 
pended in the work. Our stronger parishes are now for the most part re- 
lieved of this pressure. This burden has been the excuse for insufficient 
aid to this fund. Now that the burden is lifted, our hands are freed for 
liberal offerings, we should be vastly stronger for active, aggressive work. 

During the past eleven years more than $15,000 have been raised for 
Diocesan Missions, an average of near $1,400 a year. This is our record 
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while many of our strong parishes have been burdened with Parochial 
work. We think that it should be doubled now.” We ask for the coming 
year $3,000, a sum very little in excess of $1.00 a year or of two cents 4 
week from each communicant. 

If our contributions to this fund are meagre, we are not discharging our 
full duty to the Church. ‘The responsibility rests upon us, not only for 
the maintenance of the werk in the special locality of our residence, but 
for spreading it abroad and especially in our own Diocese. There is a 
narrow spirit-of parochialism apparently in conflict with this duty, against 
which we need to be on our guard. The conflict is only apparent. In 
reality that parish accomplishes most for its internal administration, 
which is most generous towards worthy objects without. Experience at- 
tests this. An examination of our Diocesan records confirms it. We 
challenge their investigation. Relatively to their ability, those parishes 
which have been most liberal towards outside objects, have done most at 
home. ‘‘ There is that scattereth and yet increaseth ; and there is that 
withholdeth more than is meet, but it tendeth to poverty.”’ : 

Where does the responsibility for failure to contribute to this fund rest? 
Brethren of the Clergy let us face the question. It rests with us. If our people 
do not give with liberal open handedness to this object, it is because we do 
not afford them the opportunity, because we do not set before them the need 
of the Society and appeal for their aid. .Men will give to this, who will 
contribute to no other Missionary cause They see the need for this work. 
They see something of the faithful labors and scant rewards of those, who 
toil in this field:' All they need is the opportunity to give, and they will 
do it. This we must afford them, and this we should be moved to do_ by 
many considerations, by that esprv7t du corps, which bids us add to the 
comforts of these our brethren, holding common faith, and laboring in 
common cause wita us, by our love for this dear Church, whose ‘growth 
in this our land we can thus promote, above all, by our devotion to that 


dear Lord, whom we serve best by showing to other men the glory of His 
Service. : : 
Among encouraging signs, your Committee is glad to note the dedica- 


tion of their Easter Offerings, in whole or in part, by several of our par- 
ishes, to Diocesan Missions. This, being the chief offering of the year, 
should not be required to meet the business obligations resting upon Ves- 
tries, but ought to be free to be devoted to some praiseworthy object. We 
know none more worth than the claims of this Society and we trust that 
the good example thus set will be widely followed. : 
It.is, perhaps, somewhat out of our province, but your Committee de- 
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sires to call attention to the importance of increasing the fund for ‘‘ Wid- 
ows and Orphans,’’ for ‘‘ Disabled Clergy.’’ The Diocese would be 
greatly strengthened if it could make prompt and liberal provisions for all 
the cases within the purview of this fund. 

To sum up a report which has already attained too great length, your 
Committee finds great cause for giving thanks and taking courage in almost 
every aspect of ‘he work under its charge. New fields are opening up be- 
fore us. Old fields are becoming more fruitful. Contributions are grow- 
ing larger. There is evidence of increased, and we trust, increasing 
interest in our work. Our one great need is the need for men, In 
this we share a widely felt want. Let us then with the more earnest- 
ness pray the Lord of the harvest that He will send forth laborers into His 
harvest. 

Your Committee desires a full investigation and discussion of its meth- 
ods. We are prepared to give any information that may be sought. We 
invite any critcism that will add to our efficiency. We will gladly profit 
by your wise deliberations. We desire nothing beyond the accomplish- 
ment of the purpose for which you have chosen us ; nothing beyond the 
the success of the work of the Church of Christ in this Diocese. Breth- 
ren, we summen you all to our aid. The field 8 wide. The work is ours. 
‘Put ye in the Sickle; for the harvest is ripe.”’

From this brief statement it appears that there ts a loss in the number of 
Scholars reported and also in the amount expended by the Sunday Schools. 
The Committee can account for this only on the ground that some 
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Parishes or Mission Stations have either failed to make accurate reports 
with regard to these two items, or the Sunday School work in the Diocese 
as a whole is retrograding. Of course it is not in the power of this com- 
mittee to do more than report the figures as we found them. The remedy 
for this condition of things rests with those who are derelict in their duty 
as regards this matter. 


Your Committee would, however, suggest some considerations which 
have been made before in this Council, but as they have been either over- 
looked or ignored, or allowed to sleep in the Journal, it is thought well to 
reproduce them ; and we would respectfully ask that they be printed in the 
Journal. 


1. In the first place then we suggest that all new Schools organized 
during the year be reported to this Committee, and that annual reports of 
the Sunday Schools of this Diocese be briefly made to this Committee and 
sent to the chairman at least one week before the meeting of Council ; 
otherwise it is impossible to make a satisfactory report on the evening de- 
voted to the consideration of Sunday School work. 


2. That the Standing Committee on Sunday Schools should be com- 
posed of the required number of Clergymen and Laymen, who live near 
enough to each other to enable them to hold regular meetings. If this 
Committee would do the duties prescribed by Canon, it ought to meet 
more than once a year; and yet this is also impossible. so long as the mem- 
bers of the Committee are scattered all over the Diocese. This Commit- 
tee ought to bear somewhat the same relationship to the Sunday School 
that the Diocesan Missionary Committee bears to Mission Stations. It cer- 
tainly could be an efficient helper, to a large degree, to the weak and 
struggling Sunday School, if it had the means and were to pursue the 
proper methods. But neither means nor methods will avail much prac- 
tical use so long as the present arrangements are continued. 

3. And your committee would further suggest that Sunday School In- 
stitutes be held in various parts of the Diocese where practicable. To this 
suggestion we respectfully draw the attention of the Convocations.

Upon examination of the work of the Committee, and many of the 
criticisms in the Church papers upon it, your Committee feel profound dis- 
appointment, and can reiterate every word of the Bishop’s address con- 
demning it. Its weak sentimentality in many hymns; its many hymns 
whose poetry is a mere jingle; its evident desire to provide for the ideas 
of an extreme Sacramentarian School in the Church, as the following wit- 
ness from the heading, Holy Communion : 


220-4. ‘*Oh come! in this sweet morning hour.”’ 


Which this Church has ever declared to be the time, or only time, for 
its celebration. 


213. ‘* We have an Altar here.” 


214. ‘* And thus inspired with holy fear, 
Before thine Altar kneel, 
There we adore, O hidden Saviour, Thee.” 


215. ‘‘Who in Thy Sacrament dost deign to be, 
Both flesh and spirit at Thy presence fail, 
Yet here Thy presence we devoutly hail.”’ 


4 v. ‘‘O Christ whom now beneath a veil we see.” 


Our disappointment is deepened when we look m vain to find in it many 
spiritual hymns endeared to thousands of worshippers for many years; and 
are entirely at a loss to find out upon what principles the Committee has 
proceeded in making these, to say the least, strange omissions 

We think that this Church should have a Hymnal more worthy of its 
culture and position in this land than the present one; but regard this ef- 
fort to furnish it as a signal example of ‘‘ how not to do it.’’ 

Unless the unfavorable criticism with which their preliminary report has 
been met shall induce the Committee to offer a very different kind of a 


é 
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work to the General Convention, we hope that our deputation, both 
Clerical and Lay, will give unanimous voice against it.

The committee to which was referred that portion of the Bishop’s 
address relating the proposal to change the name of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church, respectfully report: 

That the matter under consideration was made the subject of a special 
report at the Council held at Weston, in 1887, in which was embodied 
a resolution to the following effect: 

‘¢ Resolved, ‘That in the opinion of the Council, any change whatever in 
the name of the Church is altogether inexpedient and unwise.” 

Your committee believe that this still expresses the unanimous opinion 
of this Council, and recommend its reiteration at this time, adding the 
further resolution for the instruction of the Deputies to the General Con- 
vention, meeting in New York, in October, 

Resolved, That the Deputies to the General Convention from this Dio- 
cese, be and are,hereby instructed, to oppose every proposal looking 
to a change of name, or to the omission or expunging the words ‘‘Protes- 
tant Episcopal’? from any of the formalities of the Church, as fraught 
with the most serious danger to the present and future prosperity, as well 
as threatening the organic unity of the Church.

REPORT OF FINANCE COMMITTEE. 


The undersigned Committee have had under consideration the report of 
the Treasurer of the Diocese, and we report that we have examined the 
the same, together with the vouchers attending it, and we find the said re- 
port correct and sustained by proper vouchers. 

We further report that we have examined the report of the Trustee of 
the Episcopal Fund. This report does not agree with the Parochial reports, 
but this discrepancy grows out of the fact that some amounts were reported 
in said Parochial report last year, and the same amounts appear for the 
first time in report of the Trustee this \ ear. 

The Trustee recommends that pledges be obtained from all Parishes, 
rather than rely upon the assessments as heretofore; .and he further states 
that this fund is chiefly sustained by pledges made by a few Parishes, and- 
his report of collections confirm his statement. Your Committee recom 
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mends that each Parish and Mission that have not heretofore pledged, be 
requested to make report to the next Council of what sum they are able 
and willing to pay annually to this fund, and the Trustee of this fund is’ 
requested to secure these pledges and lay the same before the next Coun- 
cil by communication with the proper Parochial officials and for the com- 
ing year that each Parish that has not made any pledge thereto, be as- 
sessed one dollar per communicant as usual,

We recommend that so much of the foregoing resolutions as refers to the 
Bishop’s fund be accepted in lieu of the assessment of $1.00 per commu- 
nicant; but we do not recommend the acceptance of the proposition re- 
gardir g the Contingent Fund. The assessment of twenty five cents per 
communicant for this fund is small and should be paid by every Parish in 
the Diocese 

It is gratifying to note that all the Diocesan funds show an increase over 
last year, and this is notably the case with the Widows’ and Orphans’ 
and Disabled Clergy Fund. ‘The Treasurer’s report shows a balance last 
year to the credit of this fund of $1,560.00, and this year the balance of 
$2,666.23. 

A regular systematic mode of taking collections at every service will, 
without proving burdensome to the congregations, work wonders in the 
course of a year.

The Committee on the State of the Church then made this report: 


The Committee on the State of the Church respectfully report : 

That from the data before them they rejoice to see many evidences of 
the continuance with us of the good hand of our God. 

Looking at the work and prospects of the Diocese, it, however, reminds 
‘the Council that rivers are not always at flood tide, and that we are to 
beware that we become not discouraged year by year, even if we are not 
quite up to, or in advance of what we were. We must realize the reason- 
ableness of thestatement, that we have in all likelihood, during our first 
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decade of our independent Diocesan life, reached the period of most 
rapid advance that can be hoped for, perhaps in a generation, both as 
regards material matters, and accessions of members. 

We must undersand our environment is a very widely scattered pop- 
ulation, the greater part of which has no traditional knowledge of, or 
attraction to, the government or worship of this Church; and that there 
is absent in degree from our territory that class which can be largely influ- 
enced by the conservatism or order of our Church; and having provided 
for the scattered sheep of our fold by establishing Missions, we must wait 
with patience the fruitage, and not be cast down by inability to show large 
increase of contributions or communicants. There are many of our work- 
men who have a heavy burden to bear in this matter. Yea, our Chief Pas- 
tor knows more of its weight than any. Yet, there is evident a brave 
hopefulness among us, and a full assurance should possess every heart 
that God’s strength and blessing is with us it we are faithful. 

During the year past we have heid our own, and though there has been 
vacancy in some fields, only temporary, even made advance in_ estab- 
lishing Missions, the nucleus for future Churches. The various funds 
show a good interest in their objects on the part of the parishes, though 
the Committee on Parochial Report notes with surprise the fact that a 
number of parishes fail to respond to several of the funds of Canonical 
obligntion. 

Brethren, we are one, and weak, and should stand shoulder to shoulder 
in this great work, and if we must fail anywhere, let it be rather in the 
matter of private embelishments of our Churches, and finer accessories 
of worship, than in those things of our common work and _ obligation. 

The clergy are morally, religiously, and legally bound to give the 
people information and opportunity to contribute, and the laity, realizing 
their brotherhood with all in the Diocese, are also bound to give liberal 
response according to their means. 


The Diocese has done well—there is no note of discouragement in 
what has been said—but could do so much better if every rector, parish 
and mission, would bear its share of the common burden. 

Our spiritual, upon which depend in large part our material well-be- 
ing, is beset by many dangers, common to the heart of man and the age 
in which we live. 

The hearts of the clergy and devout laity, are often heavy because 
of the evident lack of this ‘‘root of the matter,” in many of the people, 
and the tendency among us to forget the sanctity of the Lord’s Day and 
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use it for our gratification and pleasure; and the failure to have in the 
homes of the people that observance of family prayers, grace at meals 
_ and the instruction of the young in the principles of the Gospel, which are 
such strong and effectual means to build: wi our people in the true faith 
and love of the Lord Jesus. 

We are not free from the presence of these evils and dangers, and must 
beware that material progress does not blind us to the necessity of mak- 
ing every effort to deepen the spiritual life of the people, and to get a 
due observance of such ordinances as have been named. 

We thank God and take courage, going up with faith to possess so 
much of the land as God shall give us.

The Rev S.S. Moore submitted the report of the Committee on 
Episcopal and Permanent Fund as follows: 


REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON PERMANENT AND EPISCOPAL FUND. 


To the Council of West Va., June 1889. 

Your Committee begs leave to report: 

1st. As to the Episcopal Fund, that the year (conciliar) began with a 
balance on hand of $165.22, to which there have been added during the 
year $2,659.46. The Bisaop’s Salary has been paid to June rst, ult., and 
there was on that day a balance in the Treasury of $324.68. 

The contributions during the year, not including a few individual con- 
tributions, have been received from about forty Parishes and organized 
Missions. Last year something over fifty such points contributed and the 
total receipts were only $2,532.76. Thus though our receipts for the year 
are greater by $126.70, the number of contributing points appears to have 
decreased consideaably. 


The Trustee of this Fund calls attention to the fact that a number of 
communicants in the Diocese pay nothing to this fund. Your Committee 
agrees with him in thinking that this should be corrected if possible. 

2nd. As tothe Permanent Fund, the year began with $1074.11 in the 
Treasury. There have been added to this by interest $73.23, and by 
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contributions $108.37, making a total of $181.60, from which $2.39 have 
been expended. ‘The Treasurer reports as now on hand $1,255.71. 

There is, of course, a steady increase in this Fund, as scarcely any of it 
is expended, but its growth is not as rapid as it should be. 

Comparatively few points perform their obligations in respect to it. 
Only 27 places contributed last year to it. Thus the average of contribu- 
ions was only about $4.00 from each contributing point, which certainly 
indicates lack of interest. 

But comelaint cannot be properly made of the places, which do con- 
tribute, however little. It is of those which give nothing, that we com- 
plain. The obligation is a Canonical one and we owe obedience to it. 
The obligation is purely moral. The rope that binds us is of sand. But 
all the more strongly on that account is our obedience due. Nothing jus- 
tifies us in failing to render it. Differences of opinion as to administra- 
tion, if such exists, do not warrant withdrawal of support. The battle of 
opinions should be fought here. When fought and won, loyalty requires 
submission to the result and effort to enforce the law. Your Committee 
hopes that a wider interest in both these funds can be aroused.

REPORT. 


It seems to be the duty of the undersigned to present a minority report 
on two points. 

First, upon the proposal to insert in Resolution I, after the sentence 
“¢ How the rest of Holy Scripture is appointed to be read,’’ the words 
‘* and the Apocrypha. Secondly, in the resolution XV, upon the propo- 
sal to put into the Confirmation Service at the beginning, ‘‘ Rev. Father 
in God I present unto you these children (or these persons) to receive the 
laying on of hands.’’ 

As to the first, it is an objection that the new words being proposed 
would postpone the completion of the Prayer Book, at least years. But 
it is agreater objection that they would give a sanction to the reading of | 
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the Apocrypha, exactly in the manner and order of the Holy Scripture, 
on certain days, and with an expressed authority not now existing. 

As to the new address in Resolution XV, ‘‘ Rev. Father in God,”’ etc., 
there is a solemn formality given by this, which does not, perhaps, leave 
the distinction between the Ordination to the ministry and the reception 
and blessing of the Bishop sufficiently marked. And it is incomplete in 
leaving out the charge of the Bishop, and the answer by the clergyman 
presenting. 

Besides the rubric at the end of the Catechism seems sufficient for all 


useful purposes.

Your Committee also recommend that in Title B, Canon I, Section 7, 
the latter clause, beginning at the words, ‘‘ to take such part,’’ be stricken 


out.

IN MEMORIAM. 


NATHAN SMITH WHITE. 


Born in Montgomery County, Maryland, November 6th, 1807. 
Died in Charlestown, W. Va., November Sth, 1888. 


He was a graduate of Princeton College and studied law at Yale. 

From the time of his settlement in Charlestown, in 1840, Mr. 
White was closely and actively associated with the Church, and 
all Christian work.

§ nary, and Deputy to the General Conventions of 1880, 1883, and 
1886. 


Firm in faith, active in good works, he had the witness of God’s 
Spirit, and died honored of men and accepted of God.

In presenting my report of this very important fund, I would 
earnestly recommend a new order of things. Year after year the 
Trustee has called Council’s attention to those in arrears as well as 
a large number of communicants who contribute nothing toward 
the support of the Episcopate. 

A revision of the present system is essential. For example: 
Charlestown, Parkersburg and Wheeling, last reported 786 commu- 
nicants and pay to this fund 1,500, leaving about two thousand 
communicants.to pay the balance of one thousand dollars. Now 
this is not as it should be, and I hope Council will ask a pledge 
from every Parish in this Diocese.
